The new law to regulate the sale of 
cocaine. passed by the Legislature of 
New York State, signed by the Gover- 
nor, and which takes effect September 
1, 1907, makes it a felony for a wholesale druggist to sell or 
dispose of cocaine to any person, except a licensed pharmacist,

In this case it is the spirit of the law that will be ob- 
served by those who sit in judgment upon pemsons charged 
with violating it, as it is well known that the intent of the 
law was to close up every channel of distribution to the con-

The majority of practicing physicians to-day 
have never seen a copy of the United States Pharmacopeeia, and 
not one-tenth have ever seen inside a copy of the National For- 
mulary. Not one-tenth of the medical profession are ordering

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tain to be Esperanto. At least so says the U. S. Consul at 
Breslau, in a recent communication to the Department of State. 


E SPERANTO is a language with few rules and no exceptions, 

no irregular verbs; with a pronunciation, accent and spell- 
ing that can be learned in one lesson, and with a small vocabu- 
lary, many of whose words learners already know or can guess; 
besides it is clear, flexible and rather sonorous. 


eee manufacturers and dealers should make use of 

this medium in their campaigns for trade with foreign 
countries. Chambers of commerce and trade organizations should 
give it a careful consideration. Exporters should study it 
and have their managers, clerks and traveling salesmen study 
it. There are Esperanto groups in the 24 leading cities of 
Germany and new ones are forming. There are in the world 
about 425 groups, besides 60 trade or scientific organizations, 
whose members either are all Esperantists or use Esperanto 
when writing to a member in another country. Forty period 
icals devoted to science, art and religion, are now printed in 
Esperanto. In recent times eight international business o” 
professional congresses have recommended or adopted Esper 


anto as the language to be used. 


y  pemenant exporters should not be behind, if Esperanto ie 

selected; favorable action by them will hasten its adoption 
Indifference may give their trade rivals an advantage. Our 
manufacturers may wake up some day to see English, French 
and German salesmen running over the world, glibly talking 
Esperanto wherever they go, and taking large orders. This is 
no exaggeration, for Esperanto is being taught in many Japa- 
nese schools, and Peru publishes an Esperanto journal, In 
France and England the movement is especially strong. With 
Esperanto, in case .a correspondent thinks the addressee will 
not be able to read his letter, he has only to put in a key in the 
addressee’s language, or refer him*to the nearest Esperanto 
group, which will translate for him free of charge. This key 
is published in many languages, and by its use the letter can 
soon be read. We have already commented on the value of the 
new language as a medium of intercourse among scientists, and 
it affords us pleasure to note that the consul at Breslau con- 
firms our views of the subject as regards commerce. 





SHALL THE GOVERNMENT REVISE THE PHARMA- 
COPOEIA ? 
y OON after the regulations for the administration of the 
S Food and Drugs act were promulgated, it was discovered 
that many of the standatds of the United States Pharmaco- 
poeia were too high, and impossible of being met, owing to 
Stand- 
ards had been set for crude drugs which were impracticable, 


existing conditions in the drug and chemical market. 


since drugs of pharmacopceal quality could not be obtained in 
the quantities needed to supply the demand, apart altogether 
from the’ question of price. The Revision Committee of the 
Pharmacopeia have recognized this by the publication of u

ing the assertion of the revisors that the number of so-called 
corrections was few and unimportant, a scrutiny of the list 
gives one a contrary impression. The corrections are both 
numerous and important. 


SERIOUS fault which has been found with the United 
A States Pharmacopeia is the length of time which elapses 
between meetings of the convention and the publication of the 
volumes issued under the instructions of the convention. A 
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minor criticism which occurs to us is that the form in which 
the “corrections” have been sent out is not satisfactory to 
those who have to use the Pharmacopeia for constant refer- 
ence. More than six months ago this paper suggested to the 
Committee on Revision that the correction sheets should be 
made up in such a way as to enable the recipients to attach 
them to copies of the Pharmacopcia with the least possible 
trouble, or chance of error. To facilitate this, the sheets might 
have been printed on one side only, containing the text of nec- 
essary corrections in such form as to permit of the paragraphs 
being separated ayd pasted down over the old and incorrect 
text. Every possible means should have been taken by the 
Board of Trustees to facilitate the use of these “ corrections ” 


by the users of the original volumes. 


H OWEVER much we may deprecate the tendency toward 

centralization of power in the Federal Government, there 
does appear to be some force in the arguments which have been 
brought forward by those who favor governmental supervision 
of the work of revision of the United States Pharmacopeeia. 
Governmental co-operation on an active and comprehensive 
scale night be advantageous, but we are not so sure that it 
would be any benefit to medicine or pharmacy to place the en- 


tire control of the work in a bureau of the Government. 


Ww" hope that the entire subject will receive the attention 
it deserves at forthcoming meetings of State pharma- 
ceutical associations. If any of our readers have opinions to 


express we shall be happy to hear from them. 


AS TO THE QUESTION OF PRICES. 
OME sixty active members of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association convened in special session in this city 
on June 11 to formally revoke and annul all agreements, con 
tracts and understandings which may at any time have beer 
entered into for the regulation of prices on proprietary medi- 
cines. This formal action was taken in order to comply with 
the terms of the Indianapolis decree. Our readers will recall 
that in this case suit had been brought by the United States 
Government against the National Wholesale Druggists’ ASSO- 
ciation, the National Association of Retail Druggists and va- 
rious individual members of these organizations on the ground 
that the action taken by them in attempting to regulate the 
prices and the methods of sale of certain proprietary medicines 
constituted an infringement of the Sherman Antitrust acc. 
The final disposition made of the case was arrived at after a 
conference in which the defendants agreed to submit to a decree 
which in its essential features was approved of by their coun- 
sel, with the understanding that by submitting to this decree 
and paying the costs involved and complying with the require- 
ments in future the case as presented would be dropped by 
the Government. 
Hk New York conference was heid with a view to meet- 
ing the requirements of this decree by formally revoking 
all the agreements which had been entered into by the associa 
tion as a whole. As will be seen by reference to the text of 
the resolutions adopted at the meeting, the association by no 
means admits that it has in any way transgressed the Sher- 
man act. but the adoption of the resolutions undoubtedly places 
the whole matter of price regulation on an entirely different 
basis from that which it had formerly occupied. We believe 
that individual seif-interest will force the jobbers to discourage 
as much as possible the introduction of cut rates at retail and 
will also deter the jobbers from beginning a cut rate war 
among themseives. 
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H AD the Indianapolis decision been rendered ten years ago 

the effect would have been most disastrous, as it would 
undoubtedly have led to miscellaneous and widespread cutting, 
with the result of completely demoralizing both the retail and 
the whoiesale trade. During the past decade, however, all the 
jobbers and a vast majority of the retailers have learned by 
practical experience that much more money is to be earned 
by the observance of fair trade usages than by entering into 
a miscellaneous slaughter of prices and by general non-observ- 


ance of trade obligations.

Large sums 
were locked up in stocks either on the shelves of the jobber 
or his patrons, and the retail trade of the country was in such 
a condition that only the larger stores in the more favored 
sections were doing a really profitable business. Through the 
efforts of various organizations, and more particularly the Na 
tional Association of Retail Druggists, both the jobbing and 
the retail drug trade are to-day in a flourishing condition. It 
is true that one factor in this improvement has been the gen- 
eral improvement in trade conditions throughout the country. 
but the impediment in the drug trade has been out of all pro- 
portion to that of other lines. It is true that just now we are 
suffering froma depression in the retail trade, and to a cer- 
tain extent in the jobbing trade, but this depression is prac- 
tically universal throughout all lines of commercial life. On 
the whole, it seems quite clear that the improved conditions 
are due almost entirely, if not entirely, to the benefits accruing 
from a careful, systematic general organization of the drug 
trade, both wholesale and retail. 


I N the circumstances and with this experience as a guide, it 

would be suicidal for any jobber iv seek any temporary 
advantage over his competitors by declining to comply with the 
wishes of the individual manufacturers as to whom and on 
While it is true that 
there is no longer any organization to take charge of the pun 
ishment of any infraction of the terms of the various manu- 
facturers, each manufacturer will, no doubt, take ample care 
that his wishes are respected and his terms adhered to, know- 


ing full well that the individual retailer will need no organi-

zation prompting him to resent, and resent actively, any effort 
to disturb the existing market conditions. 


HE informal conference of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association, which was held after the adjournment 

of the meeting, brought out quite clearly the attitude of the 
individual jobbers on the matter of price regulations. The cost 
of conducting the jobbing business, in common with that of 
other lines of trade, has increased so that only a narrow mar- 
gin of profit is left in handling proprietary medicines at reg- 
ular prices—that is, at the prices set by the individual manu- 
facturers, for it must be understood, of course, that there is no 
agreement except as between individual jobbers and manufac- 
turers. The experience of the past few years has demonstrated 
the advantages which accrue from stability in prices of pro- 
prietaries, and conversely disproves the supposition that. there 
is any 


profit to be made by upsetting the general

Indeed, if the under world could but 
use along legitimate lines, the ingenuity so plentifully exer 
cised in preying upon the community, the productive capacity 
of the country would be materially enhanced and the world 
would be made much brighter and more interesting by the 
presence in it of brilliant minds which are now excluded from 


participation in polite society. 


E£ print in another column an account of several ingenious 
W modifications of well known methods of separating the 
druggist from his money, of which we wish to warn our read- 
ers. The old familiar device of asking that goods and change 
be sent up on a dumb-waiter still finds victims from time to 
time among the unwary young clerks who have recently come 
up from the ranks. The tenement house, in which the door- 
way to the dumb-waiter is placed in the hall, offers exceptional 
facilities for operations of this kind, and the druggist would 
find it a safe rule to insist that his messenger always deliver 
all goods directly into the hands of some person who comes 
to the door in response to a ring of the bell. It is possible 
that even this practice may not be sufficient to wholly exclude 
the possibility of being swindled, but it certainly would shut 
out some of the chances which present themselves so readily 


where goods are sent up on a dumb-waiter. 


HE growing use of the personal check as a means of pay- 
ing bills offers a valuable field of endeavor for the chev 
alier of industry. In some neighborhoods it is difficult for the 
druggist to peremptorily decline to cash all checks and while 
this is undoubtedly the safest course to pursue, in some cases, 
it may appear to be better worth while to take a risk in this 
direction than to offend regular patrons. Against the risk of 
cashing checks for persons who have no bank balance there 
is no protection save that which can be derived from the gen- 
eral standing and character of the drawer of the check. In 
New York, and we believe in most of the States, the issuance 
of a check where there are no funds to meet it, constitutes a 
crime. and this is so well known that the offence is not of very 
frequent occurrence. If a patron has every appearance of pros 
perity and stability. if he has dealt with a druggist for some 
time and has paid his bills with reasonable promptness, the 
druggist as a rule is justified in cashing a check for a small 
sun where some adequate excuse is offered for making the 
request that he do so. Should the check be presented by some 
person not known to the druggist. he should under no circum 
stance eash it, even when it is represented to have been draw! 
by some well-known patron. 

N another column we present an account of some interesting 
I experiences which fell to the lot of a New York druggist 
who seems to have been picked out as a “ good thing” by con 
fidence men in his vicinity. We trust that his experience and 
these remarks may be of service in directing the attention of 
our readers to the need for the greatest possible care in de‘! 
ing with unknown persons, particularly in that small portio! 
of the transaction which takes place outside of the drug store. 
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THE NA!IIONAL FORMULARY AS A LEGAL STANDARD 
AND SME OF ITS DEFECTS.’ 
By GrorGE M. BERINGER.

The druggists of the United States are confronted by a para- 
dox: “The National Formulary of Unofficial Preparations ” 
has been declared by the Federal food and drugs act of June 
30, 1906, to be “ official,” and some of the State legislatures have 
already followed this example in State acts. Thus a number of 
preparations that because of lack of merit or insufficient trial 
were not admitted to the Pharmacopoeia, together with others 
that for various reasons were dismissed from it as no longer 
worthy of official standing, are all declared by law to be * offi- 
cial” and of the same value as legal standards as the pharma- 
copeial “ drugs. (The word “drug” is used here in accord- 
ance with the new legal definition of the word.) ‘The term 
“ official,” as used and limited by pharmacopeeial authorities, is 
by legal enactment perverted to cover the “ unofficial.”, The 
opinions of experts, physicians and pharmacists alike, and of 
men who have devoted their life work to the study of pharma- 
ceutical problems, are thus ruthlessly cast aside by legislators 
who have never seen either a Pharmacopeia or a National 
Formulary and “the tests Jaid down in the National Formu- 
lary” (which work is noteworthy for the absence of tests), are 
declared of equal legal authority and standing as the volumin- 
ous and exact tests of the Pharmacopeia. 

The writer does not want to be misunderstood in thus ¢all- 
ing attention to the anomalous existing conditions. The enact- 
ment of pure food and drug laws is “righteous legislation ” 
meriting the support and encouragement of every patriotic and 
honest citizen. On the other hand, such laws should be as just 
to the manufacturer as to the consumer; equitable alike to pro- 
ducer, dealer and consumer. Further, they should be free from 
misstatements and errors, so as to afford a permanent relief 
and escape adverse legal decisions of an unjust character. 

The movement inaugurated by the American Pharmaceutical 
Association looking to the establishing of uniformity of medi- 
cines dispensed on physicians’ prescriptions for which there was 
no authoritative standard, which culminated in the National 
Formulary, was a correct and wise movement, and it is to be 
regretted that the scope of that work was not restricted to this 
particular field and kept within well defined limits. . 


One Defect of the National Formulary. 

Not the least of the defects in this book is the desire of the 
authors to extend the work beyond reasonable bounds. The 
same spirit and ideas that led to the inclusion in this edition 
of formulas for battery fluids, antiseptics, corn cure, camphor 
ice, bay rum:and talcum powder, if allowed to go on unchecked 
in subsequent editions may include formulas for hair dyes, hair 
tonics, beverages, skin foods, and the hundreds of toilet articles 
and domestic aids that are now sold by druggists. 

The desire to offer Formulary substitutes for all proprietary 
medicines prescribed by physicians has been carried to the ex- 
treme, and in some instances has led to still greater confusion 
and diverted the prescriber still further from the true ethical 
position of prescribing such combinations of simples and official 
remedies as is best suited to each patient. 

If, on the contrary, the original intent to limit this work as 
portrayed in the preface to the first edition? had been carefully 
and systematically carried out a far greater degree of uni- 
formity would ere this have been established. Our legislators 
now placing the stamp of legal standard upon the volume, 
should have found a work of accepted authority and the drug 
trade should not have been found in a state of unpreparedness 
and thrown into confusion by these acts of legislation. The 
volume itself bears ample internal evidence that the committee 
compiling it did not anticipate such early and broad legislation.

2“ Without referring to the more ephemeral preparations, or to such 
as are of a proprietary character, or are used by the public for self- 
medication, there is a large number of others, which are more or less 
frequently prescribed by physicians, or demanded by the public, but 
which are not recognized by the Pharmacopeia, either because they 
were not deemed by the revisers to be of sufficient importance to be 
included in the official work, or because they originated subsequently 


to the appearance of that work, or fcr other reasons. 
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It becomes, however, our duty to frankly criticise the er- 
rors and defects existing in the book, especially if these are of 
such a character as to render it unsafe or dangerous as a legal 
standard, The scope of this paper will not permit the discussion 
of all of the errors existing and the writer will have to limit 
this criticism to types of errors with a few specific illustrations. 

A Plea for the Revision of the National Formulary. 

In the pure food and drugs act passed by the New Jersey 
Assembly (Laws, Session of 1907, Chapter 217), the druggists 
of the State have, in the language of vaudeville, been handed a 
'emon. This act deems as adulterated a drug sold under or by 
a name recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia or Na- 
tional Formulary if it differs from the standard of strength, 
quality or purity as determined by the test laid down in the 
United States Pharmacopeeia or National Formulary official at 
the time of the investigation. It makes it an offense to dis- 
tribute or sell, or manufacture for distribution or have in pos- 
session with intent to distribute and sell such article of drug 
under a penalty of fifty dollars for the first offense, one hun- 
dred dollars for the second and two hundred dollars for the 
third and each subsequent offense. 

With such a stringent and,unnecessarily harsh law con- 
fronting us, is it not imperative that the pharmacists insist 
that our legal standards be correct and that, at the earliest date 
possible, the National Formulary be revised by a competent 
committee, with a view to its legal standing, and instructed to 
change its scope and formulas so as to make them a satisfac- 
tory authority? 

The authors of the National Formulary have already pub- 
lished a list of corrections, of errors, and reconstructed formu- 
las, but this by no means covers all of the existing errors or of 
the formulas that are in need of reconstruction. 


Clumsy Inaccuracies in the Volume. 

On critically examining the volume, one is impressed with 
the clumsy and unscientific way in which quantities are fre- 
quently given, especially in the alternative quantities stated in 
the apothecaries’ system. The word “troy” ounce is incor- 
rectly used for the “ apothecaries’ ounce throughout the entire 
volume and the occurrence of such statements as 2 2-3 troy 
ounces, 5 1-8 troy ounces, 15 fluid ounces is common. It cer- 
tainly would have been more in keeping with pharmacopeial 
example and correct pharmaceutical usage to have stated these 
fractions in drachms, grains, fluid drachms, and minims. 

While the preliminary notices explain that “the alternative 
quantities are proportional, but not identical, and therefore not 
interchangeable with the metric quantities given,” it is but fair 
to assume that in any single formula two equivalents of the 
fluid ounce should not be given if the quantities are proportion- 
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al. As an example of this type of error the formula for glycer- 
ite of guaiac is cited, where on one line one fluid ounce of 
solution of potassium hydroxide is equivalent to 32.5 Cc., and 
on the next line one fluid ounce of glycerin is equivalent to 
80 Ce. 5 

The nomenclature and titles should have been in harmony 
with those of the Pharmacopeia. As an example, “ Phenol” 
should have been used, not “Carbolic Acid,” and the several 
titles in which this occurs likewise need correction. The titles 
and synonyms should also be in accordance with a uniform 
style or rule and in accord with modern ideas of chemistry. 
This would have eliminated such synonyms as “ Syrup of the 
Hypophosphites of Lime and Soda.” Some of the Latin titles 
adopted are unfortunate, as for example, “ Elixir Chloroformi 
Compositum,” for a preparation that is not an “ elixir” within 
the meaning of any modern pharmaceutical definition of that 
term. Another title that appears as a misnomer is ‘“ Syrupus 
Hydrochlorophosphatum,” with “Compound Syrup of Phos- 
phates with Quinine and Strychnine,” as the English translation 
of that title. As the hydrogen chloride present in the formula 
given per litre is only that in combination with 4.4 Gm. quinine 
hydrochloride, the “ Hydrochlorophosphates ” is 
hard to conceive and certainly does not warrant such title. 
The quinine salt may be replaced by the equivalent amount of 
the alkaloid and the Latin title corrected to correspond with the 
English translation and the synonym given dropped.

Another obsolete and incorrect title is “ Syrupus Actzs Com- 
which should be changed to Syrupus Cimicifugse Com- 
positus. When it is recognized that the genus Cimicifuga was 
delineated by Linnmeus in 1774 and that the American Cimi- 
cifuga or “black cohosh” was so named and described by Nut- 
tal in 1818, it must be apparent why the name Acte given to 
nother distinct genus should not enter into this or other cor- 
rect title for a preparation made from Cimicifuga racemosa 
(I.) Nutt. 

The method of citing botanical sources and authorities by 
the final addition in brackets of the common or English name 
of the plant, grates harshly on the minds of those who are ac- 
ustomed to see and use botanical binomials correctly. This is 
particularly noticeable in the section devoted to fluidextracts. 
As an example: “ From the bark of the root of Cornus Florida 
Linné (Dogwood). would be more correctly stated “ From the 
bark of the root of Dogwood, Cornus florida Linné.” On page 
143, we are informed in a note that “ Mullein flowers are ob- 
tained from Verbascum Thapsis G. Meyer. The German Phar- 
iucopeia, from which the formula is taken, states that mul- 
lein flowers are obtained from two distinct species, Verbascum 
phlomoides and Verbascum thapsiforme, but does not give as a 
source the common mullein, Verbascum Thapsus Linné. 

The title “ Fluidextractum Convallaris” should have Florum 
added to distinguish this from the pharmacopeial “ Fluidex- 
tractum Convallerimw,” made from the rhizome and roots. 

Of Interest to Pill Manufacturers. 

The introductory notes to the section on pills contain sev- 
eral items of interest to the manufacturer whose products must 
comply with those legal standards or else be deemed as adul- 
terated or misbranded, and likewise to the retailer who sells the 
ianufacturer’s products or who proposes to prepare small quan- 
tities of pills extemporaneously. A “pill” must “weigh not 
less than 0.06 Gm, or 1 Grain,” so that we must cease labelling 
the most active forms of such medication pills if under that 
weight. The directions for “ Sugar Coating” may answer for 
the pharmacist who is compelled to extemporize a method for 
coating a few pills for a prescription. The product of the 
“official” directions would be misbranded if labelled “ sugar- 
coated,” as the coating is acacia and sugar of milk. It is safe 
to venture the assertion that no manufacturer uses this method 
for sugar coating on a commercial scale. Yet this is the only 
legal standard for sugar coated pills. For silver coating a one- 
pound ointment jar is directed irrespective of the quantity. 
Surely such directions should be omitted from this book and be 
delegated to the various unofficial works on practical pharmacy, 
where errors cannot become a source of annoyance and danger 
to honest dispensers,

We regret to note in this edition the introduction of a new 
“hobby,” namely, the use of saccharin in certain formul:is. 
Syrup of quinidine contains 32 Ce. of solution of saccharin and 
about 900 Ce. of syrup of orange flowers in each 1,000 Cc.: g], 
cerinated elixir of gentian contains 30 Ce. of solution of sac 
charin, 400 Ce. of glycerin and 200 Gm. of Sugar in 1,000 Ce. ; 
Elixir Terpin Hydrate contains 1 Ce. solution saccharin, 400 Ce. 
glycerin and nearly 200 Ce. syrup, in 1,000 Ce., and the com 
pound cathartic elixir contains 4.5 Gm. of saccharin in addition 
to nearly 700 Cc. aromatic elixir in 1,000 Ce. As official sac 
charin is considered as at least 500 times the sweetening power 
of sugar we have in this latter formula the equivalent of 2,25!) 
Gm. of sugar plus the sugar present in the aromatic elixir. Can 
it be argued that saccharin is needed in any of the formulas 
cited? If not, then its use is an abuse that should be discon 
tinued. 

The compound cathartic elixir of this edition is so radically 
different from that of the former edition that it can never be 
substituted therefor. The two formulas placed in parallel co!- 
umns will strikingly illustrate this and suggest that if the for 
mula of the second edition was so unsatisfactory as to necessi 
tate an entirely new formula, its use could not have been ex 
tensive and the preparation should have been dismissd.

It certainly was not the intent to have the Formulary con- 
flict with the Pharmacopeia, and so the formula for Balsamum 
Traumaticum could have been omitted, as in the note we are 
advised that “The official Tinctura Benzoini Composita is a 
simplified preparation intended to replace the above compound.” 
Again in the note under Soluble Tincture of Tolu we are told: 
“A mixture of 32 Cc. of this preparation with 468 Cc. of syrup 
yields a product which may be used as Syrup of Tolu in all 
cases where the official preparation is not required.” Syrup of 
tolu is a pharmacopeial title and preparation and such substi- 
tution would undoubtedly be technically construed an adultera- 
tion. The note to Solution of Ferrous Iodide advises: “ On mix- 
ing 1 volume with 11 volumes of Syrup (U.S. P.), the product 
will be practically identical with Syrup Ferrous Iodide U. S. P.” 
To make:this statement correct the diluted hypophosphorous 
acid directed in the formula would have to be increased from 
25 Ce. to 285.7 Ce. These notes, used so freely throughout the 
work contain numerous errors, and should be critically ex- 
amined and in many cases eliminated. 

Liberties Which Have Been Taken with Foreign Pharmacopoeias. 

In my judgment the most serious defect in the National] 
Formulary is the uncalled for liberties taken with the formu 
las of the French Codex and the British and German Pharma- 
copeias, and the misstatements regarding these pharmacopeias 
introduced in the notes. “It must be admitted that the intro 
duction or use of these foreign pharmacopeeial formulas in this 
country came from abroad, either from prescriptions obtained 
abroad or from physicians educated abroad or copied from for 
eign literature and that in all such cases the preparations of th: 
foreign pharmacope@ia are intended and the intent should be 
invariably complied with by the pharmacist. 

In some localities the demand for a number of these for- 
eign preparations has become quite extensive, and it has always 
been the practice for pharmacists having such demand to kee) 
on hand the specified preparations made in accordance with th« 
foreign authorities. 

The desire to establish international standards for med 
cines is certainly a laudable one, and it cannot be considered ii: 
wise or as encouraging to such a purpose to unnecessarily mod 
ify or alter satisfactory formulas of any such authority. Yet 
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in this work, this appears to he quite as frequently the rule 
as the exception. We will consider a few of the formulas that 
illustrate this defect. 


Some Specific Examples. 


In the note added to Linimentum Saponato-Camphoratum 
we are told that “ Solid Opodeldoc is directed by the G. P. to 
be prepared with soap made from animal fats; but pure white 
Castile Soap may be used, provided it has been previously de- 
prived of water.” Yet the formula directs “ white castile soap ” 
and not previously deprived of water. The German Pharmaco- 
peia directs “ medicinal soap” official in that Pharmacopoeia 
under the title “Sapo Medicatus,” and directed to be made 
from equal parts of “lard” and “olive oil” saponified with 
sodium hydroxide. The proportion of the constituents in the 
German formula for opodeldoc is not the same as given in the 
Formulary. 

The note to Stronger Solution of Ammonium Citrate tells us 
“Liquor Ammonii Citratis (B. P.) may be prepared from this 
solution by mixing 1 volume of it with 4 volumes of water.” 
As the Liquor Ammonii Citratis B. P. contains 125 Gm. of 
citric acid in 1,000 Ce., a preparation five times as strong should 
contain 625 Gm. ‘citric acid in 1,000 Ce. and not 560 Gm. as 
directed. 

The solutions of the organic salts of iron originated in Ger- 
many, very largely from the excellent work of Dieterich, and 
good formulas for a number of these popular remedies were 
long ago published in Dieterich’s Manual. The Liquor Ferri 
Albuminati is official in the German Pharmacopeeia, and as a 
flavoring cinnamon water and aromatic tincture are there di- 
rected. These are more efficient flavors for the iron salts and 
less prone to change than the aromatic elixir substituted by the 
National Formulary. , 

Mistura Oleo-Balsamica, our old German friend Hoffmanb’s 
silsam of Life, has the German Pharmacepeia title as a syn- 
onym, but the formula is changed from “that of the G. P. by 
the introduction of oil of orange flowers and the substitution of 
oil of cloves for eugenol, and the proportions of balsam of Peru 
and oil of cinnamon are also changed. 

In the formula for ‘* Infused Oils” a substitution of equal 
parts of lard oil and cotton seed oil for olive oil cannot be too 
strongly condemned, as it is a well-known fact that such mix- 
tures of oils rapidly undergo change and become rancid. As 
if to make the substitution more positive, the note attached ad- 
vises: “ The above process is to be used for the preparation of 
Oleum Hyoscyami of the G. P. and similar infused oils.” An 
equally reprehensible and totally unwarranted substitution is 
the use of the French Codex title Balsamum Tranquillans as 
a synonym for Compound Oil of Hyoscyamus N. F., and the 
note states: “ The Baume Tranquille (Balsamum Tranquillans) 
of the Codex is a more complex preparation, not identical with 
the above, but possessing about the same properties.” I cannot 
conceive that this was an intentional sophism. 

Pulvis Gummosus G. P. is given as a synonym for Pulvis 
Acacize Compositus N. F., but the ingredients are present in dif- 
ferent proportion. 

Under the title Pulvis Cretee Aromaticus a formula is given 
containing 6 parts of saffron, and the note to this formula 
states: “This preparation is equivalent to the Pulvis Crete 
Aromaticus of the B. PP.” This authority sdds the following 
note: “If a product of bright color be desired the saffron may 
previously be moistened and triturated with a little water or 
\lcohol, or the fresh and faintly damp mixture may be sub- 
jected to considerable pressure in the triturating process.” I 
am unable to find such a note in the British Pharmacopeia. and 
the formula there given does not contain any saffron, and the 
proportion of the other ingredients varies somewhat from that 
given in the Formulary. 

The note added to Syrupus Papaveris states: “The product 
is practically identical with the Syrupus Papaveris of the B.P.” 
I am unable to find this as an official preparation in the British 
Pharmacopeia, The only syrup of poppies in the British Phar- 
macopria is the Syrunus Rhoades made from the red-poppy 


petals. an entirely different drug. 
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Critical Notes on Fluidextracts of Belladonna, Ipecac and Nux 
Vomica, U. S. P.

In studying some of the processes for alkaloidal assay pre- 
scribed by the United States Pharmacopeia one cannot but be 
struck by the fact that in several instances the percentage of 
alkaloid is determined by the titration of an unweighed residue. 
This method of procedure is not free from certain defects, and 
in some cases would tend to give too high results. That the 
estimation by titration of an alkaloid, which has been precipi- 
tated from a solution and well washed till free from the pre- 
cipitant, can be accurately carried out on the moist alkaloid 
is not open to question. But when dealing with alkaloidal 
residues from solvents which have been shaken with ammon- 
iacal solutions the conditions are somewhat different. The alka- 
loidal residue obtained is frequently of a varnish-like nature, 
and in this state is peculiarly adapted for the retention of 
ammonia, the presence of whieh,would vitiate the titration. re- 
sults.’ ‘Fhis would apply with ‘special force to cases in which 
the evaporation of the solvent is permitted to be carried out 
at ordinary temperatures. The most usual instruction in the 
U. 8. P. for drying extracted alkaboids is to evaporate the sol- 
vent till the residue is dry or quite dry. Surely all alkaloidal 
residue obtained by the evaporation of solvents which have 
been in contact with ammoniacal solutions should be dried to 
constant weight, and as many of them cannot be exposed to 
high temperatures without undergoing some change, the tem- 
perature not to be exceeded in drying should be stated in each 
ease. Such an instruction would lengthen the time required 
for the estimation, but it would be justified by the increased 
accuracy attained: :-Where’the alkaloid extracted is fairly pure 
the weight would be a useful check on the titration results. 
When a fixed alkali is used for liberating the alkaloid in the 
last stage of a process, drying will not lessen any error which 
may be caused by traces of alkali having passed into the im 
miscible solvent. 


Fluidextract of Belladonna. 

The earlier stages of the process adopted by the United 
States Pharmacopeeia are decidedly similar to the correspond 
ing stages of that of the British Pharmacopeia. In both proc 
esses the first stage consists in diluting a measured volume of 
the extract with a certain quantity of water, making alkaline 
with ammonia and shaking out fhe alkaloid with chloroform. 
It is noteworthy that the American Pharmacopoeia orders a 
smaller proportion of water and a larger proportion of chloro- 
form than the British Pharmacopeia, and the former author- 
ity distinctly states the amount of ammonia to be used, while 
the latter simply orders an excess. It is rathér surprising that 
after the somewhat harsh criticisms to which the process of the 
British Pharmacopeia has been subjected the revisers of the 
United States Pharmacopoeia should adopt a similar one. <A 
sample of extract giving much trouble by the B. P. method 
was taken advantage of in order to test the merits of the U. 
S. P. process. On the whole comparatively little difliculty was 
experienced with the assay, and subsequent experience has 
shown that if it be carried out to the letter sharp separations 
will be obtained. It must not, however, be too hastily assumed 
that the process is faultless. In making the assay the first 
step results in a crude chloroformic solution of the alkaloids. 
The next step is to effect partial purification by extracting the 
alkaloids with dilute acid. For this purpose only one agitation 
with acid is ordered. Too much reliance must not be placed 
on the assumption that one extraction will always remove the 
whole of the alkaloids from the chloroform. Experiments hav: 
shown that in many cases extraction is almost complete, while 
in others considerable traces of alkaloid can be extracted from 
the chloroform by repeating the agitation with acid. This see

whole assay, owing to the tendency to form emulsions. 
Amount of Chloroform Used for Rinsing Might Be Increased. 
Not infrequently the acid solution of alkaloids obtained 
from the first chloroform, although separating quite sharply. 
does not become clear,’ which doubtless accounts for the direc- 
tion which follows to filter the solution. The amount of water 
(10 Ce.) prescribed for rinsing out the separator and washing 
the filter is rather small, and might advantageously be in- 
creased, notwithstanding that it would add to the volume of 
the liquid from which the alkaloids have finally to be extracted 
by chloroform.

A first trial of this process was on a sample of P. B. ex- 
tract, the alkaloidal value of which by titration was unknown.

The process of the British Pharmacopeia for the assay of 
liquid extract of ipecacuanha has been subjected to so much 
criticism, and has stimulated so many analysts to suggest im- 
provements, that we turned to the process of the last United 
States Pharmacopeia with a considerable amount of interest. 
The process therein described may be briefly outlined as fol- 
lows:. The alcohol is removed from a measured volume of the 
extract by evaporation and the alkaloids extracted from the 
residue with sulphuric acid solution. The solution obtained is 
filtered and the insoluble matter washed, the filtrate is rendered 
alkaline and the alkaloids extracted by agitation with ether. 
In the residue obtained on evaporation of the ether the alka- 
loids are estimated by titration.

A point deserving attention and which is sometimes a mat- 
ter of importance is the strength of acid used to extract the 
alkaloids from the residue left after dissipation of the alcohol. 
In the pharmacopeial method normal acid is used, and in Nay- 


lor and Bryant’s a much weaker acid. Acid of the latter 
strength we have found to be the more convenient. When 


following the official U. S. P. instructions filtration is often slow, 
and on dilution of the first filtrate with the washings precipi- 
tation may occur which hinders the subsequent separations 
The total amount of liquid prescribed for washing the insolu 
ble matter is somewhat small (15 Ce. of water), and we think 
insufficient, from the fact that in our experience the total 
amounts of alkaloid obtained by ether extraction, followed by 
chloroform extraction, do not quite equal those obtained on the 
same sample of extract by processes of acknowledged accuracy 
The ethereal solution of the alkaloids may, according to th 
U. S. P., either be allowed to evaporate spontaneously or on # 
water bath. Under the condition prescribed ether takes up and 
retains some water with traces of ammonia, the whole of whic!: 
is not given up on evaporation in a beaker at ordinary temper: 
tures, resulting in a slight error, the residual alkali on titr: 
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tion being calculated as alkaloid. Typical results of assays of 
liquid extract of ipecacuanha are subjoined, all the figures be- 
ing titration results:

Fluidextract of Nux Vomica. 

The major part of the criticisms passed on the process of 
the United States Pharmacopeia for fluidextract of nux vom- 
ica has been leveled at the method prescribed for the separa- 
tion of the alkaloids. There are a few points which have been 
noted during the working of the process to which we invite 
attention. The method may be briefly outlined as follows: A 
measured portion of the extract is evaporated to dryness and 
the warm residue dissolved in a mixture of ether, chloroform 
and ammonia water, the solution transferred to a separator 
and the liquid separated. From the aqueous portion the alka- 
loids are extracted by chloroform, and from the bulked chloro- 
form-ether liquid they are extracted into sulphuric acid and 
then back into chloroform. This solution evaporated to dry- 
ness yields the material for the nitric acid treatment. From 
the description of the process and the explanatory remarks in 
Appendix 4 it is clearly the intention that the aqueous layer 
shall be the lower and the chloroform-ether the upper. This is 
not necessarily the case, since the volume of chloroform used 
for “rinsing the dish” may increase the density of the chloro- 
form-ether to a point at which that of the two layers approach 
equality, and in consequence a satisfactory separation is ren- 
dered impracticable. An improvement would be to extract 
with dilute ammonia the residue from evaporation, rinse out 
the dish with a definite volume of chloroform, add the ether, agi- 
tate and separate. Regarding the method prescribed for the separa- 
tion of the strychnine and brucine sometimes we have obtained 
products practically brucine.free, but in other cases this latter 
alkaloid has been present in considerable proportion. Many 
modifications of the nitric acid method for'the separation of the 
nux vomica alkaloids have been suggested, aud as they vary 
considerably in their details we thought it advisable to exam- 
ine some of them. 

In our experiments when the quantity of sulphuric acid 
prescribed by the particular author was insufficient to dissolve 
the alkaloid a larger quantity was taken, and the nitrie acid 
increased proportionately. Potash was used as the alkalizer 
in all cases. It was found to yield a clean product, but it is 
desirable to wash the final chloroform solution with dilute 
ammonia water, 5 Ce. of water and 5 drops of ammonia water 
being convenient quantities. No loss of alkaloid takes place, 
but some coloring matter is extracted. 


Dewhirst’s Method. 

Briefly this process if as follows: The sulphuric acid solu- 
tion of the alkaloids obtained in the B. P. process is concen- 
trated to half its volume. One Ce. of nitric acid is added, and 
the mixture set aside for an hour, then rendered alkaline and 
the strychnine extracted as usual. This process is convenient. 
as it requires but little attention, and if due care be exercised 
it gives satisfactory results. The following figures were ob- 
tained in some test experiments:

A lengthy experience of this process, as applied to the sepa- 
ration of the alkaloids extracted from nux vomica preparations. 
has proved it to be satisfactory. Experiments have been made 
to ascertain whether the evaporation could be dispensed with, a 
larger proportion of nitric acid being used. The net result has 
been to show that in a few samples of liquid extract there is 
present a substance which exercises a marked retarding action 
on the destruction of brucine by nitric acid, and that it passes 
into the sulphurie acid solution of the alkaloids, hut is de- 
stroyed or yolatilized during the evaporation. The proportion 
of sulphurie acid present also influences the result. 
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Dowzard’s Method. 

Dowzard dissolves the mixed alkaloids in sufficient 2 per- 
cent. sulphuric acid to form a solution measuring 50 Ce., adds 
5 Ce. of nitric acid, and allows the mixture to stand 15 minutes 
at the ordinary temperature. Experiments on mixtures of bru- 
cine and strychnine gave the following results:

These experiments show that under the conditions pre- 
scribed brucine can be practically completely destroyed in 15 
minutes when working with mixtures of the pure alkaloids. 
The proportion of nitric acid used (5 Ce. to 50 Ce. of solution) 
is nearly the same as that of the U. S. P. (3 Ce. of 50 percent. 
nitric acid to 15 Ce. solution), and the time prescribed is only 
5 minutes longer. In view of our own experience with the 
U. S. P. process the published experiments of Farr and Wright 
and the comments of others we think that when adopting Dow- 
zard’s process for separating the alkaloids in assaying the 
liquid extract it would be wiser to lengthen the time of the 
treatment with nitric acid, although our own experience shows 
this to be not always necessary. 

Farr and Wright’s Method. 

The pharmacists who have investigated the process of the 
United States Pharmacopeia have suggested one in which the 
brucine can be completely destroyed in 10 minutes. They direct 
the alkaloids to be dissolved in 15 Ce. of 3 percent. sulphuric 
acid, the solution warmed to 50 degrees C. and 3 Ce. of a 
mixture of equal volumes nitric acid and water to be added. 
After standing 10 minutes the solution is rendered alkaline 
and the strychnine extracted. We have obtained the following 
typical results by this method:

This method is very convenient when results are required 
in as short a time as possible. When the assay is not urgent 
Dewhirst’s method will be found convenient and to allow of 
other work being carried on during the separation of the alka- 
loids. The United States Pharmacopeia directs the chloro- 
formic solution of strychnine finally obtained to be evaporated 
in a flask, “very carefully to avoid decrepitation.” It would 
have been a distinct advantage to have directed that the chlo- 
roform be slowly evaporated te a low bulk (4 or 5 Cec.) and 
then 10 Ce. of ethylic alcohol be added and evaporation com- 
pleted. We have tried the process lately recommended by Al- 
cock, but in our hands it has not uniformly proved a success 
in eliminating the troublesome emulsification so often attend- 
ant on the B. P. method. 


An Alternative Method. 

The following modification of the official method has worked 
well: 

Put 5 Ce. of liquid extract of nux vomica into a separator, 
add Gm. 1 of potassium carbonate, previously dissolved in Ce. 2 
of water, and then Ce. 15 light petroleum (B. P. 50-70 degrees 
C.). Agitate well and run off the two lower layers into an- 
other separator and repeat the agitation with petroleum spirit, 
Ce. 15. Transfer the aqueous layers to a clean separator and 
add the petroleum ether to the portion previously obtained. 
Rinse the second separator with 5 Ce. of water and add the 
washings to the alkaloidal liquid in the third separator. From 
this liquid extract the alkaloids by three agitations with 10 Ce. 
of chloroform, warming after each agitation. Take the B. P. 
quantities of dilute sulphuric acid and water, divide into three 
parts and agitate each portion successively first with the petro- 
leum ether and then with the bulked chloroforms, assisting the 
chloroformie separation by warming. Collect the united acid 
solutions and separate the alkaloids by one of the above 
methods. Even when assaying samples of extract, which were 
very troublesome by the official method, the above has proved 


a satisfactory alternative.

heen with me for twenty-three years, and I have had sev- 
eral to remain from five to ten years. In the first place I pay 
them as much as they can get elsewhere, allow them a two 
weeks’ vacation during the year, and one afternoon off every 
week. The longer you keep a clerk, if he is the right kind, 
the more he is worth. ‘ 

I regard as the most important feature in building up a 
drug business the satisfaction of customefts. It is much easier 
to lose than to gain a customer. An important rule in our es- 
tablishment is to see that no one goes away dissatisfied. I 
exchange goods, take back goods and correct any errors. or 
imaginary errors, if I am convinced that the customer thinks 
I should do it. even if it is at a loss; for these things do not 
occur often and by acting in this way a friend is made instead 
of an enemy. If one will hold on to his old customers, and re- 
tein all the new ones that drop in, he is bound to succeed. 
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We have four registered pharmacists and three assistants, 
and we fill from forty to one hundred prescriptions daily. When 
a customer is supplied with a copy of a prescription we always 
mark on it the price in plain figures, so that wherever he takes 
it to be filled, the druggist will know the price previously paid. 
If he is the right kind of druggist he will charge the same; if 
he undertakes to injure you by cutting the price he will be 
very apt to create the suspicion that he is not furnishing the 
best medicine. 

As for organization, I think the time has come when drug- 
gists should thoroughly organize. All branches of business are 
organizing for their own protection and advancement, why not 
druggists? They should formulate needed legislation in regard 
to the sale of drugs and the practice of pharmacy. If they do 
not the people will do it for them, as the whole country is in- 
terested in a pure food and drug law. The only way to pre 
vent bad legislation is to join the State and National associa- 
tions and bring about concerted action, for in union there is 
strength. The druggist who will not support these institutions, 
and who at the same time reaps the benefit, shows a mean 
disposition, and any one with such a disposition will ultimately 
make a failure in business. 


The Situation in New Jersey. 
M. ABERNETHY, 
Jersey City, N. J. 

A few members of the New Jersey State Pharmaceutical 
Association, having conceived the idea that there might be an 
overflow of drug stores making unlooked-for competition,. they 
concluded that to make a legal 
fight or an appeal to law the 
association should be organized 
as a State association. This 
made it a political body. The 
Committee on Laws, who con- 
stituted the State Board of 
Pharmacy, made application for 
and was granted a charter by 
the legislature. 

By the new law the existing 
board of pharmacy was legis 
lated out of office and a new 
one appointed by the Govérnor 
under State supervision. This 
board ignored the diplomas of 
graduates of pharmacy from 
our best colleges who were de- 
clared capable and able to run 
a drug store. 

The graduates from other 
States hesitate to make appli- 
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cation to the New Jersey 
Board, fearing. that in case of failure to pass a_ tech- 
nical examination, on their first trial, they will be sub- 
jected to a loss of time and money as well as mortifica- 


tion. I do not believe consideration is given to the extraordi- 
nary high grade of efficiency which is necessary to run a drug 
store in this State; it is taken for granted that applicants are 
not expected to commence where we leave off, but given an op 
portunity to succeed in their chosen profession. 

There has been no general action taken to lessen the burdens 
of druggists by employers. It is a subject that should be con- 
sidered at once if they desire or expect applicants to come for- 
ward to learn so unattractive a profession.

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Bovine Tuberculosis Transmissible to Man. 


The joint committee of the New York Milk Committee and 
the Committee on the Prevention of Tuberculosis have issued 
a statement embodying the results of researches on the subject 
of milk and its relation to tuberculosis, in which it is asserted 
that bovine tuberculosis may be and has been transmitted to 
man through milk, and suggesting that more stringent meas- 
ures be taken in order to prevent the spread of tuberculosis in 
this manner. The committee is now in conference with the 
New York State Department of Agriculture, with a view to de- 
vising some means of preventing the spread of this disease. 


Dyed lodoform Gauze. 


The Prescriber tells of a case which occurred recently 
which shows how even the most skillful surgeon may easily 
have his work set at naught. A nurse, with unnecessary con- 
scientiousness, placed a roll ofiodoform gauze in a sterilizer 
for a couple of hours, and was very much surprised to find on 
removing it that the gauze had lost its color, and was covered 
with purple spots. One could easily overlook a slight deficiency 
of chemical knowledge in a member of a profession for which 
we all have so much respect, but the fact that her surprise was 
due, not so much to ignorance of chemistry, as to her having 
repeatedly been able to sterilize iodoform gauze without injury, 
puts another complexion on the affair, Inquiries of the manu- 
facturers elicited the fact that iodoform gauze dyed yellow was 
regularly supplied by some firms. Such gauze is cheaper in 
price on account of the smaller percentage of iodoform neces- 
sary, and as a very little iodoform goes a long way as regards 
odor, the inferior gauze looks and smells as well, and appar- 
ently retains its properties longer and better than the more 
expensive genuine kind. The only safeguard is to obtain the ar- 
ticle from a reliable source, and to avoid cheap dressings of all 
kinds. 


Sources of Error in Urinary Examinations. 


Among the errors which may be encountered in the clinical 
examination of urine, as a result of the interference of medi- 
cines taken by the patient, Bounes mentions the following: 
Antipyrine and the salicylic compounds will cause a positive 
reaction to the ferric chloride test for diacetic acid. The violet 
color will disappear on boiling, however, if due to diacetic acid. 
Antipyrine will also respond to Gmeliu’s test for the bile pig- 
ments. In the presence of antipyrine, an excess of Lugol’s solu- 
tion should be added, the urine filtered, and the filtrate tested 
as usual with fuming nitric acid. Hay’s test for the bile salts 
(precipitation of sulphur) is positive after the injection of 
chloroform, turpentine, phenol or its derivatives. Among the 
drugs which will cause a positive reaction to Ehrlich’s diazo 
reaction are mentioned cascara sagrada, benzo-naphthol and 
naphthol salicylate, phenol, tannin, creosote, guaiacol and the 
iodides. The lactose found at times in the urine of pregnant 
women, and the glucose of diabetic urine will also give a posi- 
tive diazo reaction. Chloroform or alcohol will cause a positive 
test for acetone. 





Curtain Starch. 


There are seasons of the year when the mind of the house- 
keeper seems to be pervaded with a perfect passion for cleaning, 
and the family curtains seem to command the very concentra- 
tion of effort in this direction. This matter of window curtains 
is one that affords infinite amusement to the close observer, 
and it will be noted that upon them the lady of the house relies 
for impressing her immediate neighbors and the passers-by 
with a proper sense of her taste and respectability. Window 
curtains are converted into veritable tongues of defiance, chal- 
lenging all and sundry to approach them in color, design and 
arrangement. 

This is all very laudable, and if something can be made out 
of it for the druggist, says the Chemist and Druggist, it is a 
frailty with which it would be stupid to quarrel. The writer 
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long ago noted this trait of the feminine mind, and for years 
has had the pleasure and the profit of accommodating these 
propensities of the housekeepers in his neighborhood. Dissatis- 
faction is expressed with the ordinary cream starches on ac- 
count of the bleaching effect the sun has upon Curtains treated 
with them; and, further, it is stated that no amount of washing 
will restore the curtains to their pristine condition. Consider- 
ing that these objections are due to the use of aniline colors, it 
occurred to the writer that mineral pigments would be free 
from these defects, and lemon chrome suggested itself as suit- 
able for producing the favorite cream color. This was found 
to answer well in the proportion of 4% ounce to 1 pound of 
starch. 


As in some individuals the esthetic sense is highly devel- 
oped, a request was made for shades of colors which would 
harmonize with the varying draperies of the rooms, and this 
was met by turning to ultramarine blue, Saxony and Brunswick 
greens, Indian and Venetian reds, orange chrome, yellow ochre 
and ‘Turkey umber, in suitable quantities. The colored starch 
sells at Sd. (about 16 cents) per pound, and as stareh can be 
oought for 3d. (about 6 cents) and the proportion of color re- 
quired is small, there is a profit which amply repays the trouble. 
The starch should be added to the color a little at a time, and, 
after mixing roughly in a mortar or paper, the mixture is 
passed through a sieve. 


Sillabub, a New Soda Fountain Delicacy. 


The Confectioners’ Journal for June suggests a novelty in 
ice cream dishes for the soda fountain in the sillabub, which is 
described as a similar dish to a sundae, being composed of ice 
cream, grape juice, or wine and nuts. For ourselves we prefer 
the old spelling of the werd—that is, “syllabub.” In the defi- 
nition given in the Standard Dictionary an extract is cited from 
the book “ Popular Antiquities,” which tells us that “a syllabub 
is prepared for the May feast, which is made of warm milk 
from the cow, sweet cake and wine.” For wine the Confee- 
tioners’ Journal suggests the use of unfermented grape juice. 
then supplies like chocolate, nut meats, glacé fruits, ete., can 
be added to the grape juice to form a sort of conserve to be 
ludied over dishes of ice cream. The following formula is sug- 
gested for 
Mixed Nut Sillabub. 

Chop together finely some prime English walnut and pecan 
ineats, also a few roasted almonds, then make a grape syrup in 
the usual manner and mix these chopped nut meats with it, 
forming any thickness of conserve you wish. To serve: Arrange 
a portion of ice cream in a dginty dish, best suited for the 
purpose, and crest it with a small ladieful of the grape and nut 
meat mixture. 

Chop Suey Sillabub. 

Select some red glacé fruit, like cherries, pears, ete., and 
chop them fine, mix them with grape syrup as suggested above 
and serve as stated. 

Cream Island Sillabub. ‘ 

Arrange a portion of ice cream in a fancy dish similar to a 
saucer. Form a hollow in the center and put therein a ladleful 
of grape syrup, then place in the middle of this grape lake a 
spoonful of stand-alone whipped cream, and a sprinkling of 
finely chopped nut meats on the cream as you may elect. 
Chocolate Sillabub. 

Mix chocolate and grape syrup in about equal proportions, 
and blend with it some chopped nut meats, if you please. Serve 
as given for other sillabubs. : 

Vine and Figtree Sillabub. 

Choose some mellow four-crown layer figs and chop them 
until they resemble a thick paste. Mix this paste with grape 
syrup to form a nice conserve. Use a small ladleful on each 
portion of ice cream. Crest with chopped nut meats or a couple 
of cherries for variety. 

Sillabub a@ la Concord. 

slend some nice home made grape sauce with grape syrup 
in any consistency you like. Small ladleful to the portion of 
plain ice cream, or grape ice cream if preferable.

Quininosol is a French vasogen preparation of the strength 
of 5 percent. which must not be confounded with chinosol (oxy- 
chinoline potassium sulphate). The former is made by the 
Société fédérale des pharmaciens de France, 11, rue Payenne, 
aris. 

Helgotan bromate is a brom tannin methylene compound 
containing 20 percent. of bromine which forms a yellowish- 
brown, tasteless and odorless powder used in the same way as 
bromocoll. : 

Eston is the name given to a basic acetate of aluminum 
which forms a fine white powder of difficult solubility. It iis 
used as a dusting powder combined with tale and starch and 
also in ointment form. Made by Fritz. Friédlander’s Chemical 
Works, Berlin. 

Feston is an analogous compound to eston, it being a salt 
of aluminum and aceto formic acid. It is used in the same way 
as eston, which see. 

Eupherin is a new guaiacol sulphonic acid mixture. It is 
a fluid containing in each 5 grammes (one coffeespoonful) so- 
dium guaiacol sulphonate Gm. 0.4; sodium glycerophosphate, 50 
percent., Gm. 0.4; thymiam extract 121 Gm. 0.6; cimmamylic 
acid Gm. 0.0075; arsenic Gm. 0.0025; aromatic syrup Gm. 3.06. 
It is also marketed without the arsenic. Should not be con- 
founded with euphorin (phenylurethane). Made by Dr. Friedr. 
Koltscharsch & Co., Wiener-Neustadt, Germany. 

Tanphenyform is a moist brown granular powder of slight 
aromatic odor and taste. It is composed of 63.9 percent. of tan- 
nin albuminate, 8.3 percent. of hexamethylenamine, 27.8 per- 
cent. of phenyl salicylate. It is insoluble in water and acids, 
but is split up by alkaline solutions, so that its components are 
set free in the intestinal tract. Made and marketed by Wm. R 


Origin of the Name Stovaine. 

The curious name of the anesthetic “stovaine” is due to 
its discoverer, M. Fourneau. M. Fourneau was anxious to per- 
petuate his own name in connection with it, but’ as the anmws 
thetic was of the nature of cocaine and no compound resembling 
that could be contrived out of “ Fourneau” he translated the 
name into its English equivalent of “stove” and added the 
necessary termination, so says Consul F. W. Mahin, of Notting 
ham, England. in a recent issue of: Daily Consular and Trade 
Reports. ; : 
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Liquid Court Plaster.—H. E. N.—The formulas for this 
preparation vary.

Straw Hat Bleach.—P. A. B. Co., C. S. and others.—We 
have received a number of recauests for formulas of fluid as 
well as solid preparations for cleansing and bleaching straw 
hats. It is difficult to suggest the name of a satisfactory solid 
preparation for the bleaching of straw hats. Sodium perborate 
would probably answer best. 

The directions for the use of sodium perborate as a hat 
bleacher are simple. In a shallow dish of the capacity of about 
three ounces, a milky solution of the perborate is made with 
two ounces of lukewarm water, about a teaspoonful of the 
perborate being used. The fluid is applied to the hat with a 
small sponge, being rubbed in thoroughly and then wiped off 
With a sponge which has been well squeezed of solution. The 
next step is to apply a weak solution of either tartarie or oxalic 





acid, which is allowed to remain only a short time when it is 
washed off and the hat left to dry. This is a method of bleach- 
ing hats which can be recommended to the use of chance cus- 
tomers, as it is harmless. Sodium perborate costs about $1 
per pound, and as a half ounce of the powder would be sufli- 
cient for two or three applications, this quantity might be put 
up in a suitable box and sold for 10 cents at a profit. Of 
course, for the practical hatter, sodium peroxide will answer 
better. It is somewhat costly and requires care in handling. 

A new recipe for cleaning old Panama hats is supplied by 
the Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical Company, of New York, 
who manufacture the new peroxide preparations. The steps 
in the process are: (1) Brush the hat in a solution of castile 
soap in warm water to remove any superficial dirt, rinse, and 
(2), dip for five minutes in a solution of hydrochloric acid 
in water containing one-half ounce of acid to the gallon; (3) 
transfer to a bath of sodium perborate—two ounces to the gal- 
lon of Jukewarm water—and allow to remain over night; (4) 
rinse out in a solution of oxalic acid of the strength of one- 
half ounce to a gallon of water; (5) dry in sunshine or exposed 
to the fumes of burning sulphur in a, dry room. 

Hats of uncolored straw which have become soiled by wear 
may be cleansed by sponging with a solution of either citric, 
tartaric or oxalic acid in water, followed by water alone. Or 
after being cleansed of superficial dirt the hat is soaked in a 
10 percent. solution of sodium byposulphite and left to hang 
by the rim to a board by means of pins for a day and a night. 
It is then sponged with a 2 percent. solution of citric acid in 
water, to which about 10 percent. of alcohol has been added. 
The hat is then pressed with a moderately hot iron. To cleanse 
a Panama hat, use either a solution of sodium perborate or 
scrub with castile soap and warm water.

After whipping the eggs thoroughly in an egg beater, con- 
tinue the beating and add the ammonia water and potassium 
carbonate before pouring in the spirit of soap in which the 
flavoring oils have been dissolved. 

The resulting liquid is a heavy amber colored preparation 
of a peculiarly agreeable scent, which lathers freely in con- 
tact with water and leaves the hair in a fine, silky condition. 

We cannot vouch for the worth of the two following for- 
mulas, but believe they will be found to give good results:

The Composition of Artificial Turpentines.—J. W. C. 
writes: ‘Kindly inform me of the composition of the new 
turpentine which has been recently introduced. Painters have 
showed it to me and said that they can buy it in 10-gallon bar- 
rels at 55 cents a gallon.” 

Reports vary as to the composition of the various substi- 
tutes for turpentine that have been introduced of late years. 
Some preparations seem ‘to consist of a 10 to a 15 percent. 
solution of oil of turpentine in benzin, and others of a mixture 
of benzin and a spirit distilled from the stumps, chips and saw- 
dust of the trees. The manufacture of these compounds is pro- 
hibited in the State of New York, so none is manufactured 
here since the passage of the prohibitory law last year. We 
are informed that the consumpiion of artificial turpentine has 
dwindled considerably during the past two years. The stuff is 
not a true substitute for turpentine, as !t cannot be used in 
varnish making and only finds use in the manufacture of cheap 
grades of paints. 

Capsule Filling Machines.—R. writes: “ Will you kindly 
be good enough to recommend the best empty gelatine capsule 
filling machines which are at }esent on the market? We al- 
ready have particulars of the Eastman machine, but should like 
to know something of other machines. If you would supply us 
with the desired particulars, together with the names and ad- 
dresses of the makers, we should be extremely obliged to you.” 

If manufacturers of machines of this description will for- 
ward their addresses to us we shall be glad in turn to transmit 
them to our querist. 


**Bug Death.”’—A. 8. & S. are good enough to write with 
reference to the inquiry in the June 10 number concerning the 
name of the manufacturer of “ bug death” that they have been 
selling for the past five years an insecticide called “ black 
death,” or “ quick death.” which gives good results. Our cor- 
respondent gives the address of the manufacturers and this is 
at the disposal of M. H. & M. Comp., who made the original 
inquiry. 

A Ring Test for Acetone.—To 15 Ce. of the urine add 0.5-1 
Ce. of glacial acetic acid, a few drops of a freshly prepared 
solution of sodium nitroprusside and shake thoroughly. Care- 
fully float 1 Ce. of ammonia solution on the surface of the 
mixture. In the presence of acetone there appears at the junc- 
tion of the two fluids an intense violet ring, which quickly 
turns to a black color. This test will detect -acetone in 
amounts as small as 1-400 percent. 


A Test for Adrenalin is described by Krull (Pharm. 
Weekbl.. 1906, p. 1208; Pharm. Zt., 1907, No. 12). The test is 
as follows: A drop of the solution to be tested is added to a 
mixture of equal parts of copper sulphate and potassium cyan- 
ide solutions. In the presence of adrenalin a characteristic 
red color makes its appearance. In place of the potassium 
cyanide solution may be substituted water of bitter almond, to 
which a crystal of sodium bicarbonate has been added. 


Veronal as an Adjunct to Morphine.—Les Nouveaux Remé- 
des (No. 7, 1907) quotes a statement from Aerzt Mitteil to the 
effect that the administration of a few gains of veronal a half 
an hour or so before an injection of morphine will counteract 
the unpleasant effects of that alkaloid without interfering with 
the therapeutic action. In fact, it enhances the somnifacient 
effect of the drug. Sulphonol is also said to act very happily 
when given shortly before a hypodermic of morphine. 


PHARMACEUTICAL RECORD. 


A Test for Resorcin is described in a recent issue of the 
Bull. de pharm. du Sud-Est. A reagent is prepared by dissolv- 
ing zine chloride in enough ammonia to produce a clear fluid. 
The substance to be tested is extracted with ether and about 1 
Ce. of the ethereal extract is carefully floated on a like amount 
of the reagent in a test tube. In the presence of resorcin, there 
will be formed at the plane of contact a yellow ring, which rap- 
idly changes through a greenish blue to a deep azure. On the 
addition of a little alcoholic solution of hydrochloric acid, the 
ethereal solution changes to a red and the lower layer to an 
intense blue. This reaction will occur in the presence of re- 
sorcin in a dilution of one to one hundred thousand. 


Dilute Sulphuric Acid as a Fungicide.—The proceedings 
ef the American Philosophical Society recently contained an 
article by Prof. Henry Kraemer, of Philadelphia, on the value 
of dilute sulphuric acid as a fungicide. The value of sulphur 
as a fungicide is widely recognized in horticulture, and Pro- 
fessor Kraemer is of the opinion that its value is really de- 
pendent on the conversion of the sulphur into an acid. He 
details a series of experiments made which confirm him in this 
view, and tells of other experiments showing that the use of 
a spray of sulphuric acid containing one part of the acid in 
from 500 to 1,000 parts of water could be borne by plants with 
larked advantage in the stimulation to the plant and the de- 
struction of mildew and like diseases. 


A New Alkaloid in Valerian Root.—J. Chevalier (Comptes 
rendus, January 21, 1907), having observed a difference in 
the physiological action of fresh and of dried valerian root, 
undertook a systematic examination of the fresh root, as a 
result of which he announces that the fresh root contains an 
alkaloid, a glucoside, and a resinous body, al? of which are 
physiologically active. The alkaloid and glucoside are un- 
stable and partially volatilized when the plant is dried. Both 
principles occur in very small proportion only, the yield of the 
ulkaloid amounting to only about 0.015 percent. The alka- 
loid is depressing and has a tendency to produce paralysis, 
Its chemical nature has not been determined, a m

How to Obtain Well Formed Crystals.—A writer in the 
Farmazeftitscheski Journal, of St. Petersburg, remarks that in 
trying to bring about crystallization in concentrated solutions 
of compounds which crystallize with difficulty, one often ob- 
tains a stiffening of the whole mass, or poorly formed, imper- 
fect crystals, or perhaps merely a fine crystalline mass. The 
explanation for such poor results is said to consist in the fact 
that the process was concluded in too short a time. To obtain 
large, well formed crystals the following procedure is recom- 
mended. The solution is evaporated as usual until it begins to 
thicken. Then, however, enough water is added to secure per- 
fect solution. It is then placed in a narrow vessel in an exsic- 
cator, where it is allowed to stand for two days. By this time 
the first large crystals will have begun to form, and the mother 
liquid is now carefully poured off and again placed in the ex- 
siccator for further crystallization. 


Turpethein.—The Ipomea turpethum contains two resins, 
one, turpethin, which is insoluble in ether, and a second resin 
which is soluble in ether. The soluble variety has been made 
a subject of investigation by Votocek and Kastner, who have 
given it the name of turpethein, and a report of the work is 
abstracted in a recent number of the Apotheker Zeitung. This 
substances seems to have some of the characteristics of a 
glucoside, and the investigators have differentiated two sub- 
varieties depending upon their solubility in benzin: al- 
paaturpethin, which is the name_ given to turpethein 
soluble in benzin, is aiso soluble in  bartytwater, and 
may be split up by hydrolysis into rhamnos and “1 
solid fatty acid, corresponding to the formula C,,H;,0;, This 
is probably identical with jalapinic. ipomeolic and tampicolic 
acids. Further hydrolysis results in a fluid fatty acid of the 
C; group, probably a valerianic acid. Beta-turpethein—which 
is the variety soluble in benzin—on hydrolysis forms a higher 
fatty acid and the sugars rhodeose and glucose. The fatty acid 
could not be identified on account of the lack of material.

As in other advertising, there is in the soda water ads. a 
tendency toward worthless cuts, cuts that mean little and ac- 
complish less. We print one of the best and, even so, it seems 2s 
if a list of the flavors which they “ haven’t space for,” if prop- 
erly used, would have added more to the value of the ad. than 
the cut did in Barkley’s ad. 

A soda water ad. will do more good if it takes up some one 
flavor and makes it attractive than if it is general. This is 
simply an application of the universal principle of good adver- 
tising. Generalities do not make customers. It is necessary 
to talk about some one article and make the reader want that 
particular thing. It is impossible to make people want an 
article by talking in a general way.

Forma Resolutions Adopted on Legal Advice—Every Aspect of 


the Situation Created by the Indianapolis Decision Discussed— ~ 


the Association Advises Members as to 


The Counsel of 


Procedure. 


In pursuance of a ¢all signed by 39 members a special meet- 
ing of the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association was held 
at the Hotel Astor on Tuesday morning, June 11, with the presi- 
dent, John N. Carey, of Indianapolis, in the chair, and about 
100 members in attendance. 

Before the session was convened an informal conference was 
held by the members in which M. N. Kline, of Philadelphia, out- 
lined the effect which the Indianapolis decree had on the job- 
bing drug trade. 

The session was not formally called to order until the arrival 
of H. Lebarre Jayne, of Philadelphia, counsel of the association, 
who had drawn up a formal preamble and resolution revoking 
all previous agreements and understandings entered into by the 
members bearing on the question of prices and their regula- 
tion. This resolution was presented by M. N. Kline, of Phila- 
delphia, chairman of the committee on suits, as soon as the sec- 
retary had read the formal call for the meeting. The preambic 
and resolution follows: 


Whereas, On May 9, 1907, by decree of the Circuit Court of the 
District of Indiana, the } National Wholesale Druggists’ Association and 
its members, officers, employees, committees, agents, servants and attor- 
neys wefe ordered to forthwith release each and every manufacturer 
of proprietary articles and medicines, drugs, plasters, and druggists’ 
sundries from every such contract, agreement or understanding in 
furtherance of the combination and conspiracy as alleged in the bill 
of complaint regarding or relating to articles and commodities of his 
or its manufacture, and to forthwith release every such manufacturel 
from every such contract, agreement or understanding as to the adop- 
tion of any plan for marketing the articles of his or its manufacture,

have been guilty of or have participated in any of the conspiracies, 
combinations or unlawful agreements set forth in the Government Dill 
of complaint, does nevertheless hereby resolve as follows: 

Resolved, That the National W holesale Druggists’ Association, its 
members, officers, employees, committees, agents, servants and attorneys 
hereby release each and every manufacturer of proprietary articles and

The resolution was put to vote, carried unanimously, and the 
meeting was adjourned. 


As soon as the formal meeting had adjourned, Mr. Carey 
was elected chairman of an informal conference which was 


devoted to a discussion of the practical bearing of the Indian 
apolis decree on the conduct of the business of the members. 
One of the members opened the discussion by stating his posi- 
tion on the question of the direct contract and serial numbering 
plan, saying that he had declined to sign all plans submitted 
which embraced a list to whom alone goods could be sold. This 
was done on the ground that the delay involved in looking up 
the names of a large number of such list would be so serious 
as to cripple the business. No such objection was found, how- 
ever, in the case of contracts in which the proprietor indicated 
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a list of persons to whom his goods should not be sold. This 
list, of course, was comparatively a small one, and since in the 
opinion of counsel one plan was as legal as the other, he 
thought that the wholesale trade should protect their own in- 
terest by discouraging the proprietor from resorting to plans 
which involved the observance of a list of agents to whom alone 
the goods could be sold. Jobbers from other sections did not agree 
with the speaker on this head, the majority stating that they 
had signed practically all of the plans which had been submitted 
to them. 

Mr. Jayne answered many questions as to the details of the 
application of the law and it was made quite clear that while 
the trade will be careful to comply with the law this compli- 
ance would by no means be an abandonment of the field to in- 
discriminate sales to cutters. 

It had been suggested that the special meeting might take 
the piace of the regular meeting called for September 30 at 
Denver, but this idea was vigorously opposed by all present, 
who felt that it was necessary that a special effort be made to 
render the Denver meeting a success in every respect.

Burlington Drug Company 
as traveling salesman for 
a period of fifteen years. 
In company with his 
brother he opened a drug 
store in Malone, N. Y., and 
was successful in business, 
but suffered losses through 
two fires. After the sec- 
ond fire in 1892 he settled 
with his creditors, paying 
100 cents on the dollar. After settling his business affairs he 
went back on the road for the Wells & Richardson Company 
and remained with them until five years ago, when he opened 
up his present store in Barre. He is now a member of the 
State Board of Pharmacy, having been appointed to the posi- 
tion by Governor Bell in 1896. At the Magnolia meeting he 
was elected president of the association.

The Pine Tree State Opens with Legislation. 


Maine held the reins first with President Jones in the chair 
and Secretary Porter at the desk. C. H. Davis, chairman of 
the Board of Registration, read a paper on “‘ How to Promote 
Favorable and Prevent Hostile Legislation.” He found the 
best solution in combining the use of these tools and measures: 
Money, pharmacists in the Legislature, a good legislative com- 
mittee, an alert and ever-present agent and press influence. He 
counselled the associations not to wait to see what the Legisla- 
ture would do for the druggist, but to see what the druggist 
could do for themselves. 

Those who participated in the discussion were F. H. Wilson, 
Brunswick, member of the Pharmacy Commission; Ex-Senator 
Bullock, of Massachusetts; Senator Shedd, of New Hampshire, 
and Captain Williams, of Hartford, Conn. The latter believed 
it would be wiser to be represented by a practical druggist than 
by a paid attorney. 

W. F. Root, of Brattleboro, Vt., closed the discussion by 
approving the ideas advanced, though he confessed that in Ver- 
mont the means suggested would not prove sufficient, as the 
failure of the politicians to keep their promises and make good 
their words would be an insuperable obstacle to effective work. 

Officers of the New Hampshire Association were next in- 
stalled, Mr. Gilman occupying the chair and Mr. Rice recording. 

Congressman Currier, of New Hampshire, chairman of the 
Comittee on Patents of the House of Representatives, and 
author of the bill which superseded the Mann patent bill, re- 
cited the history of the movement proceeding from the drug 
trade to reform the existing patent laws down to the present 
status of things at Washington. He said that the failure of the 
Mann bill was due to the fact that it was class legislation. It 
affected only drugs and druggists, and, moreover, opened up 
many possibilities of working injury to various important in- 
terests that should be protected. 
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He explained the workings of the international convention 
to protect patents. Each member agrees to grant to foreign in- 
ventors every patent that it would grant to its own people. 
The injustice lies right here: this country being so much more 
liberal to inventors. Foreign nations laud our system ‘but do 
not conform their practice to ours. It is a question not of the 
powers of Congress, for Congress can change the law, as pro- 
posed, but one of expediency. The committee believed that a 
process patent under existing conditions would give the in- 
ventor little or no protection from the fact that infringers could 
use the process, close their doors and defy investigation, the 
burden of proof being on the plaintiff. In Germany it is on the 
defendant. Moreover, there would be no effective way to pre- 
vent the importation and sale of substitute goods. Congressman 
Currier’s idea, as embodied in his bill, is that patents should be 
granted to foreigners on the same terms as patents are granted 

‘in their own countries to citizens of that country. This differs 
from the provision of the Mann bill and from the suggestion 
of President Roosevelt, but is more practicable, and taken as a 
basis for legislation will produce some effective lawmaking. 
Valuable Suggestions from N. A. R. D. Committee on Mann Bill. 

Jacob Diner, of New York, asked if the committee had found 
that the N. A. R. D. had done all that possibly could be done to 
promote this reform. Congressman Currier replied that they 
never came before the committee without giving it valuable 
ideas and arguments, but that so far they had failed to meet the 
arguments of Professor Chandler, of New York, and other emi- 
nent chemists who were opposed to the suggested changes. 

Congressman Currier closed by telling a Mark Twain story 
to illustrate the advantages of persistent kicking to get your 
ends that convulsed the meeting. - 

Are Pharmacists Becoming Tradesmen? 

Vermont next had the floor. The question discussed was, 
*“ Are we losing our position as professional men and becoming 
tradesmen?” Mr. Zottman, of Burlington, had been selected 
to introduce this subject. His paper was read by Dr. Tobin. 
He answered the question on the whole in the negative, a view 
indorsed by S. A. D. Sheppard, Boston, treasurer of A. Ph. A. 
President Davis, of Vermont, then made the pithy statement of 
the reasons which led him to answer it in the affirmative. He 
did not believe that pharmacy is now a profession, and never 
could be so regarded until freely conceded by the other profes- 
sions—law, medicine and the ministry. He preferred to be 
ealled a druggist than make pretensions to a title that was not 
generally conceded. 

Before adjourning the morning session it was voted, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Rice of Nashua, that a permanent organization of 
the New England Association be effected through the Execu- 
tive Committees. 


Massachusetts Discusses U. S. P. and N. F. Propaganda. 

The afternoon session opened with the Massachusetts offi- 
cers on the platform. Jacob Diner, New York, was introduced 
with credentials from the Manhattan Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. He made a characteristically rousing address on the im- 
portance of U. S. P. and N. F. work with the physicians, and 
outlined the plan pursued by the Hudson River Association and 
the results accomplished. This was the general topic assigned 
to Massachusetts, and J. F Finneran, of Boston, handled the 
introductory talk. He gave.. detail the methods used by mem- 
lers of the Boston Association of Retail Druggists, pointing out 
the things learned by their experience, both those to be avoided 
and those to be observed. He asserted that the American Med- 
ical Association was doing ten times the work the druggists 
are doing along this line, although the druggists would be the 
greatest beneficiaries. 

President Hubbard, of the Massachusetts Board of Pharmacy, 
talked about the condition of the movement for reciprocity of 
certificates. Frank F. Ernst, chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Boston Association of Retail Druggists, offered 
the following resolution, and supported its adoption earnestly : 

Whereas, The Executive Committee of the N. A. R. D. is 
now considering the advisability of establishing a co-operative 
plan for buying or manufacturing; and 

Whereas, The American Druggist Syndicate, an organization

of retail druggists, most of whom are members of the N. A. R. 
D., embodies the desirable features of co-operative buying and 
marufacturing : 

Therefore, By the members of the New England Pharma- 
ceutical associations in convention assembled at Magnolia, 
Mass., be it 

Resolved, That we are opposed to the N. A. R. D. entering 
the field for co-operative buying or manufacturing in competi- 
tion with the American Druggists’ Syndicate; that it be further 

Resolved, That we respectfully recommend to the Executive 
Committee of the N. A. R. D. to make arrangements with the 
A. D. 8., securing the purchasing privileges of the A. D. S. for 
members of the N. A. R. D. in good standing. 

Herman Heinritz, of Holyoke, Mass., seconded the motion 
to adopt the resolutions. He recognized that there were an- 
tagonistic influences in the trade, but asserted that they pro- 
ceeded entirely from the wholesale element. Now that all con- 
certed price protective plans were illegal the druggists were 
free to look out for themselves. 

If the proposal were adopted by the N. A. R. D. it would 
constitute a valuable premium to paid-up dues members. 

President Moriarty, of the Massachusetts Association, be- 
lieved in the adoption of the resolution, but wanted it under- 
stood that it in no wise bound the delegates to Chicago of the 
various State pharmaceutical associations participating. He 
asserted that through the A. D. S. prices could be well con- 
trolled. The resolution was then unanimously adopted. 

Rhode Island and Connecticut were excused from their as- 
signed parts, it being late and these associations but slimly rep- 
resented on the floor. The joint session was therefore ad- 
journed. . 

A conference of representatives of the New England State 
boards was held at 4 o’clock at which matters of common in- 
terest were discussed. 


Massachusetts College Elects Officers. 

Boston, June 19.—The annual meeting of the Massachusetts 
College of Pharmacy was held in the afternoon of June 3. 
Trustees to serve for five years were elected, as follows: L. G. 
Heinritz, Ph.G.; G. L. Roskell and L. H. Smith, Ph.G. The 
question of management of the college funds, which was dis- 
cussed at length last vear, was finally disposed of by the elec- 
tion of a committee composed of S. A. D. Sheppard, Ph.G., for 
five years; J. G. Godding, Ph.G., for four years; L. H. Smith, 
Ph.G., for three years; W. D. Wheeler, Ph.G., two years, and 
Henry Canning, one year. After the college meeting the 
trustees elected the following officers: I. P. Gammon, Ph.G., 
president; L. H. Smith, Ph.G., and W. W. Bartlet, Ph.G., vice- 
presidents; G. E. Coleman, Ph.G., secretary; J. G. Godding, 
Ph.G., treasurer, and J. B. Micholes, auditor.

Painful Accident Casts Gloom Over the Proceedings—Vigorous 
Protest Against Frelinghuysen Measure—Interesting Programme 
of Entertainments. 


Asbury Park, June 14.—The three days’ session of the 
thirty-seventh annual meeting of the New Jersey Pharma- 
ceutical Association, the oldest of the State organizations, closed 
here to-night with a most interesting entertainment furnished 
by the traveling men’s auxiliary, which has done yeoman serv- 
ice to the association, both in the matter of securing new mem- 
bers and of furnishing entertainment for the meeting. Despite 
the rather chilly and unseasonable weather, the meeting would 
have been particularly enjoyable save for the shock to the mem- 
bers caused by a serious accident to the local secretary, S. D. 
Wooley, of Ocean Grove. While the members were returning 
from a trolley ride to Sea Girt Mr. Wooley stepped on the run- 
ning board of a summer car to speak to the motorman. As he 
did so his head came into contact with a telegraph pole, whici 
swept him off the car and dashed him against an iron lamp post. 
In falling one of his feet was caught underneath the car and 
his toes so injured as to necessitate the amputation of all the 
toes of that foot. Grave fears were felt at first regarding his 
condition, but it was soon discovered that save for the injury 
to the foot a slight scalp wound was the only result of the acci- 
dent. Mr. Wooley recovered consciousness very quickly and 
was remarkably cheerful under the circumstances, and insisted 
upon all the programme of entertainments which had been 
planned being carried out. The feelings of the members were 
evidenced by the adoption of a unanimous vote of thanks to Mr. 
Wooley for his services as local secretary and of sympathy for 
him in his sufferings. 

The feature of the meeting which attracted the greatest at- 
tention was. the discussion of the new State pure food and 
drugs law, known as the Frelinghuysen act, which has already 
received mention in these columns. The features of this measure 
which is particularly condemned by the druggist is that which 
requires uniform adherence to U.S. P. and N. I’. standards. 
making no provisions such as are made in the national act for 
deviations where the standards are set forth on the label. The 
other point of special interest in the meeting was the cordial 
spirit in which the greetings of the National Association of 
Retail Druggists were received and the election of a lady, Miss 
Jolinson, of Penn’s Grove, to represent the New Jersey Asso- 
ciation as delegate at the Chicago meeting. 

The first day’s session opened with the presidential address 
by Dr. P. E. Hommell, of Jersey City. 

After a few congratulatory remarks the president took up 
the subject of higher education, advocating the inclusion of 
a clause in the pharmacy law making the possession of a gen- 
eral education a prerequisite to examination. He spoke with 
pleasure and pride of the high standing won at the New Jersey 
College of Pharmacy by the student holding the association 
scholarship. While he commended the work of the State Board 
of Pharmacy, he said that he thought the examination questions 
were hardly so difficult as they should be. In his opinion they 
should be of such a character as to require at least bne term at 
a college of pharmacy on the part of the applicant. He re- 
ferred briefly to the work of the various standing committees 
of the association. The National Formulary was, he said, a 
most valuable work, and was rapidly taking its rightful place 
as a powerful factor in the diminution of the use of proprietary 
preparations by physicians. President Hommell freely ad- 
mitted, however, that the work was open to criticism, and 
suggested that the New Jersey Association appoint a committee 
on the revision of the National Formulary, with instructions to 
study the work and offer suggestions for its improvement to the 
A. Ph. A. He also recommended that samples of the prepara- 
tions and copies of an epitome of the work be distributed among 
physicians by the local associations. He briefly outlined the 
denatured alcohol law and regulations as likely to be of greater 
interest in the future than at present. 

He commended warmly the good work being done by the 
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N. A. R. D. in co-operation with the A. Ph. A. in fighting the 
proprietary medicine evil by introducing U. S. P. and N. F. 
preparations. He strongly urged that the State association 
continue actively to support the N. A. R. D. 

Referring to the national food and drugs act, he said that 
it would undoubtedly prove of great value in protecting the 
public against the unwitting use of alcohol and of narcotics. 
The State law (Frelinghuysen bill) was, he said, open to seri- 
cus objection on several grounds, the most important of which 
was the failure to provide for commercial articles bearing phar- 
inacop@al names. Another serious fault lies in the fact that the 
State provides no standards for many drugs and foods for which 
standards are provided by the general government. 

The fact that the body of the late Wm. Procter, jr., of 
Philadelphia, lies in New Jersey soil made it specially incum- 
bent on New Jersey pharmacists to aid in rearing a monument 
to his memory. 

In concluding his address the president recommended the 
appointment of a historian for the association. 

The address was received with applause and referred for 
consideration to a committee. 

The report of the secretary, Frank C. Stutzlen, of Elizabeth, 
showed a total of 673 members, an increase of 45 over the last 
report. The treasurer’s report, submitted by J. C. Field, of 
Plainfield, shows a balance on hand of $2,388.78, a decrease in 
the cash balance as compared with last year of $108.73. 

The president appointed a Committee on Credentials, con- 
sisting of George H. Horning, of Elizabeth; Miss B. Arete John- 
son, of Penn’s Grove. and Cari Von Gehren, of Newark, who re- 
ported that credentials had been received of delegates from the 
following associations: The National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association, the National Association of Retail Druggists, the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, the New York State As- 
sociation, the Pennsylvania Association, the Kings County As- 
sociation, the New York College of Pharmacy, the Brooklyn 
Alumni Association, the Essex County Retail Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation and the Monmouth County Retail Druggists’ Association. 
The members of the various delegations were extended the 
courtesies of the tloor and invited to address the meeting, those 
taking advantage of the invitation being Dr. F. P. Tuthill, for 
the New York State Association; C. S. Littell, for the N. W. D. 
A., and H. E. Wrensch, jr., for the New York College of Phar- 
macy. 

A somewhat unusual feature of the reception of the dele- 
gates was the cautious phraseology of the resolution extending 
them the courtesy of the floor. This resolution. which was 
offered by George M. Beringer, of Camden, expressly stipulated 
that the delegates would be welcome to the courtesy of the floor 
so long as they did not fail to observe the courtesy due their 
hosts. This restricted form of invitation brought to mind the 
rather animated discussion which took place on Mr. Beringer’s 
paper on the N. A. R. D. which was read at the Atlantic City 
ineeting last year, and which was rather severely criticised by 
one of the delegates from Pennsylvania. 

xyeorge W. Parisen, of Port Amboy, treasurer of the Board 
of Pharmacy, presented his report showing the receipts to have 
Leen $3,234.50; expenses, $3,009.84, and the balance turned over 
to the State Treasurer, $224.66. 

President Hommell appointed as Committee on Nominations 
George H. White, H. J. Lohmann, George W. Parisen, G. M. 
Beringer and J. C. Galligher. The following committee was 
appointed on the place of meeting: A. E. Marquier, O. A. 
Schraft and W. P. Rich. 

The secretary presented a number of communications, among 
others one from the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy an- 
nouncing that the late E. IT. Dobbins, of John Wyeth & Bros., 
had left a trust fund for a scholarship to be awarded by com- 
petitive examination to some student from New Jersey. The 
association was requested to give the widest possible publicity 
to this fact, so as to invite competitors for the scholarship. The 
dean of the New Jersey College of Pharmacy informed the mem- 
bers that the State scholarship in the New Jersey College had 
been awarded to H. V. Staehle, of Newark, for the next year by 
competitive examination. 








The second day's session was opened on Thursday morning 
by a report of the Committee on Membership, showing 54 appli- 
cants for active membership, and this report, which was sub- 
mitted by W. P. Rich, acting chairman of the committee, was 
received with enthusiastic applause. The reports of the mem- 
bers who acted as delegates and attended the various associa- 
tions were presented orally. One of the most interesting of 
these reports was that presented by J. C. Gallagher as a delegate 
to the N. A. R..D. In concluding his report, Mr. Gallagher 
said: “ After a careful consideration of the matter, I can do 
no less than recommend most earnestly that this association 
show its appreciation of the work which the-N. A. R. D. has 
done in the past and will do in the future for the retail drug 
trade, by sending to that association the same amount of money 
as we sent last year. I also recommend that we be represented 
at its next convention by a delegate.” 

The report was received and the recommendations adopted. 

The Committee on Queries submitted a report and presented 
the following papers: Some of the Defects in the National For- 
mulary, by George M. Beringer, Camden; Fluidglycerate of 
Kkrameria, by Geo. M. Beringer, Camden; Some U. S. P. Sug- 
gestions, by Prof. P. E. Hommell, Jersey City; Popularization 
of the U. S. P. and N. F. Preparations Among the Medical Pro- 
fession, by Prof. P. E. Hommell, Jersey City; A History of the 
New Jersey Pharmaceutical Association, by E. A. Sayre, of 
Newark. 

The third day’s session was devoted almost entirely to the 
pure food and drugs act, and the suggestions of the Legislative 
Committee for amendments of that act were discussed in detail 
and finally adopted, with a view to presenting them to the 
Legislature. We print them below: 

That section three of the first subdivision of an act entitled An 
act to secure the purity of food, beverages, confectionery, condiments, 
drugs and medicines, and to prevent deception in the distribution and 
sales thereof, be amended by adding to the present wording of the 
clause a provise providing that no drugs defined in the United States 
Pharmacope@ia or the National Formulary shall be deemed to be adul- 
terated under this provision if the standard of strength, quality or 
purity be plainly and correctly stated upon the bottle, box or other 
container thereof, although the standard may differ from that deter- 
mined by the tests laid down in the United States Pharmacopa@ia or Na- 
tional Formulary ; provided also that no preparation so offered shall be 
inferior in quality to th® standard laid down in the United States 
Pharmacopeia or National Formulary. 

To amend section six by adding thereto the following clause: That 
no dealer shall be prosecuted under the provisions of this act when 
he can establish that the article contained the guaranty label of the 
manufacturer or that his invoice contained such a guaranty signed by 
the manufacturer, wholesaler or jobber from whom he purchased the 
article, that it was not adulterated or misbranded within the meaning 
of the national food and drug act, June 30, 1906. 

That the provisions of the act relating to misbranding shall not 
apply to the selling of proprictary foods and medicines as were on hand 
in this State at the time that the law becomes effective. 

The Committee on President’s Address submitted a report 
approving of the recommendations contained in that address, 
which was adopted. 

The Procter Memorial Committee reported that they. had al- 
ready collected some funds and were collecting additional funds 
for the memorial. The Executive Committee submitted the 
names of George H. White, Jersey. City; S. D. Wooley, Ocean 
Grove, and W. E. Warren, Keyport, to be laid before the Gov- 
ernor from whom to select a member of the Board of Phar- 
macy. The names of the applicants recommended for member- 
ship by the committee were presented and the members for- 
mally elected. 

The Committee on Nominations submitted the following, wiio 
were elected officers for the ensuing year: President, H. H. 
Deakyne, of Atlantic City; first vice-president, George W. Hor- 
ning, of Elizabeth; second vice-president, George M. Anderson, 
of Woodstown; secretary, Frank C. Stutzlen, of Elizabeth; 
treasurer, J. C. Field, of Plainfield. ixecutive Committee: 
George M. Anderson, C. F. Dare, ‘T. S. Armstrong, W. E. Warn 
and A. Marquier. 

The Committee on Place of Meeting reported in favor of At- 
lantic City and the report was adopted.

NEW YORK’S ANTISUBSTITUTION BILL. 


The Page Antisubstitution Bill Signed by the Governor of New York 
State. 


Following is the text of the Page Antisubstitution bill, which 
was signed by Governor Hughes on Monday, May 17: 

Section four bundred and one of the Penal Code is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 401. Any person, who, in putting up any drug, medicine 
or food or preparation used in medical practice, or making up any 
prescription, or filling any order for drugs, medicines, food or prepa- 
ration puts any untrue label, stamp or other designation of contents 
upon any box, bottle or other package containing a drug, medicine, 
food or preparation used in medical practice, or substitutes or dis- 
penses a different article for or in lieu of any article prescribed, or 
dered or demanded, or puts up a greater or less quantity of any in- 
gredient specified in any such prescription order or demand than that 
prescribed, ordered, or demanded, or otherwise deviates from the terms 
of the prescription, order or demand by substituting one drug for 
another, is guilty of a misdemeanor: provided, however, that, except 
in the case of physicians’ prescriptions, nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed or construed to prevent or impair or in any manner affect 
the right of an apothecary, druggist, pharmacist or other person to 
recommend the purchase of an article other than that ordered, re- 
quired or demanded, but of a similar nature, or to sell such other 
article in place or in lieu of an article ordered, required or demanded, 
with the knowledge and consent of the purchaser. Upon a second con 
viction for a violation of this section the offender must be sentenced 
to imprisonment, for a term of not less than ten days nor more than 
one year, and to the payment of a fine of not less than ten dollars nor 
more than five hundred dollars. The third conviction of a violation of 
any of the provisions of this section, in addition to rendering the 
offender liable to the penalty prescribed by law for a misdemeanor, shall 
forfeit any right which he may possess under the law of this State at 
the time of such conviction, to engage as proprietor, agent, employee 
or otherwise, in the business of an apothecary, pharmacist, or drug- 
gist, or to compound, prepare or dispense prescriptions or orders for 
drugs, medicines or foods or preparations used in medical practice: 
and the offender shall be by reason of such conviction disqualified from 
engaging in any such business as proprietor, agent, employee or other- 
wise, or compounding, preparing or dispensing medical prescriptions or 
orders for drugs, medicines, or foods or preparations used in medical 
practice. 

Section 402. This act shall not affect or impair any liability, pen- 
alty or punishment under the provisions of section four hundred and 
one as the same existed prior to the time this act takes effect, but 
the same may be enforced, prosecuted or inflicted as fully and to the 
Same extent as though this act had not been passed: and all actions 
civil or criminal instituted under or by virtue of said section as the 
same existed prior to the passage of this act, and pending immediately 
prior to the taking effect hereof, may be prosecuted and defended to 
final effect in the same manner as though this act had not been passed. 

Section 403. This act shall take effect September first, nineteen 
hundred and seven.

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New York’s New Cocaine Law. 


The Drug Trade Section of the New York Board of Trade 
and Transportation has sent tc its members copies of the new 
law with relation to the sale of cocaine, which was signed by 
the Governor on June 5. It is known as Chapter 424, Laws 
of 1907, and will take effect Se»tember 1 next. The following 
is the complete text of the law: 

Chapter 424. Laws of 1907. 
AN ACT 


To amend the penal code, in relation to the sale of certain drugs. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. The penal code is hereby amended by inserting therein 
a new section to be section four hundred and five-a thereof and to 
read as follows: 

$ 405-a. It shall be unlawful for any person to sell, furnish or 
dispose of alkaloid cocaine or its salts, or alpha or beta eucaine or 
their salts or any admixture of cocaine or eucaine, except upon the 
written prescription of a duly registered physician, which prescription 
shall be retained by the person who dispenses the same, shall be filled 
but once and of which no copy shall be taken by any person; except, 
however, that such alkaloid cocaine or its salts, and alpha or beta 
eucaine or their salts may lawfully be sold at wholesale upon the 
written order of a licensed pharmacist or licensed druggist, duly regis 
tered practicing physician, licensed veterinarian or licensed dentist 
provided that the wholesale dealer shall affix or cause to be affixed to 
the bottle, box, vessel or package containing the article sold, and upon 
the outside wrapper of the package as originally put up, a label dis- 
tinetly displaying the name and quantity of cocaine or its salts, alpha 
or beta eucaine or their salts, sold, and the word “ poison ”’ with the 
name and place of business of the seller, all printed in red ink; and 
provided also that the wholesale deater shall before delivering any of 
the articles make or cause to be made in a book kept for the purpose 
an entry of the sale thereof stating the date of sale, the quantity, name 
and form in which sold, the name and address of the purchaser, and 
the name of the person by whom the entry is made; and the,snid 
book shall be always open for inspection by the proper authorities 
and shall be preserved for at least five years after the date of the 
last entry made therein. Any person who violates any of the pro- 
visions of this section shall be guilty of a felony punishable by im 
prisonment of not more than one year or a fine of not more than one 
thousand dollars, or both. 

§ 2. This act shall take effect September first, nineteen hundred 
and seven. 


TO AMEND THE SHERMAN LAW. 


N. A. R. D. Meeting to Be Followed by an Important Conference to 
Discuss the Sherman Law. 


Chicago, June 19.—After the N. A. R. D. convention in Chi 
cago closes on Monday, September 23, there is to be another 
gathering in this city regarding which the retail drug trade 
has heard little as yet, but which is likely, nevertheless, to 
prove of great interest. This second meeting will be the ni 
tional conference on trusts and combinations. now being or- 
ganized by the National Civic Federation. The point of espec- 
inl interest to the drug trade -is that the Sherman law will 
come up for discussion, and it is firmly believed by those who 
ure familiar with the subject that the delegates present wiil 
ndvise that important amendments be made. As the Indian- 
apolis decree was based on points in the Sherman law, the re- 
sult of the meeting will be of vital importance to druggists, 
especially as it is believed that the features of the statute 
which rendered the decree possible are likely to be attacked. 
All of the various organizations in all parts of the country that 
are in any way interested are to take part in the delibera- 
tions, and a number of men of high standing will be present. 
The entire conference is under the direction of Ralph M. Eas 

chairman of the Executive Committee of the National 
Civie Federation. The meetings will last from September 23 
to 26, and the entire question of combinations is to be discussed. 
The delegates will express their views upon what terms or 
within what limits combinations or trade agreements ought 
to be recognized and will cover the field in the broadest possible 
manner. It will be remembered that in his earlier Civic Fed- 
eration work Mr. Easley made a marked success of a large 
conference at which “ Trusts” were discussed. This meeting 
took place in Chicago some years ago in old Central Music 
Hall, now torn down. Among the speakers at this conference 
were Bourke Cockran, William J. Bryan, Editor Rosewater, 
of Omaha, and a number of other men known all over the coun- 
try. The debates, which were marked by a continual flow of 
high class oratory, lasted several days and attracted attention 
in all parts of the country. The coming meeting is under the 
same auspices and should any action be taken with regard to 
the Sherman law the standing of the delegates will make it 
certain that the verdict will have weight. The N. A. R. D. will 
be represented.

BROOKLYN DRUGGISTS TO GET CARDS 


Of Information Regarding New Laws -Pernicious Activity of a 
“ Civic Board ’’—Lack of Local Interest in Procter Monument 
Fund Deplored. 


The progress in the legislature of bills pertaining to pharm- 
acy was described by Dr. William Muir at the June meeting of 
the Kings County Pharmaceutical Society. As chairman of the 
Legislative Committee he had spent twenty-six days in Albany. 
He stated that in all sixty bills and amendments to bills had 
been introduced at the present session of the State Legislature. 
The number of separate bills amounted to thirty-six. Of the 
entire number only eight had passed. He alluded to the killing 
of the McCarren bill, which would have let down the bars to 
the employment of unqualified persons in department stores, as 
the greatest victory for pharmacists that could be recorded 
during the year. In concluding his report he said that he 
wished that somebody more able than himself would arise and 
tell the members how valuable to pharmacy had been the ser- 
vices of Assemblyman George H. Whitney since the legislature 
had been in session this year. He thought that some recogni- 
tion of his services should be made by the druggists of the 
State, but he was unable to suggest a way of doing it. 

The annual meeting of the society will be held in future on 
the second Tuesday in June instead of on the second Tuesday 
in May, as heretofore, the amendment to the constitution pro- 
viding for this introduced at the preceding meeting having been 
brought up at this meeting and passed unanimously. 

Doctor Muir said that a so-called “ Civic Board of Trade” 
had been sending out circulars in which it was advocated to 
place the regulation of pharmacy in the hands of the Board of 
Health, one of the reasons for this being that the Board of 
Pharmacy “had been sneaking around convicting druggists of 
using bottles contrary to the bottle law.” Charges also were 
made by the “Civic Board of Trade” that the disposition of 
the funds collected by the Board of Pharmacy in fines, etc., 
had not been properly accounted for. 

On the suggestion of a member a committee of three was 
appointed to prepare a card for distribution to the members 
giving particulars about the anticocaine law, the bottle bill and 
such other measures as through ignorance of which druggists 
might be harassed in the courts owing to unintentional viola- 
tions. Professor Anderson said that many druggists in New 
York were unaware that it was against the law to sell turpen- 
tine, lime water and other household remedies in bottles bear- 
ing a name blown in the glass. 

Dr. F. P. Tuthill asked if anybody in the audience knew 
anything of the composition of Murine Eye Wash. He said that 
since the passage of the laws making it illegal to sell cocaine 
or any preparation of cocaine except on physicians’ prescrip- 
tions, which must not be renewed, there had been a noticeable 
increase in the demand for the eye wash named. It was now 
being advertised and samples were being distributed in barbe! 
shops. 

At this point President Jacob E. Rehfuss announced the aj) 
pointment of the following standing committees: 
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Legislative Committees—William Muir, chairman; Thomas 
France, Oscar C. Kleine, Andrew C. Hegeman and Adrian 
Paradis. 

Affairs Pertaining to Pharmacy—J. H.

MANHATTAN PH. A. FAVORS FORMATION OF CONSOLI- 
DATED SOCIErY. 
Committee Appointed to Confer with Other Local Bodies on 
Desirability of Merging All Existing State Organizations. 





The desirability of forming one large pharmaceutical organi- 
zation into which all the existing druggists’ societies throughout 
this city and State should be merged was again the principal 
subject for discussion at the latest meeting of the Manhattan 
Pharmaceutical Association, which was held last Monday eve- 
ning in the New York College of Pharmacy Building. This 
proposition to organize a single pharmaceutical body for the 
entire State, which was originally introduced by A. Clayton 
Searles, president of the Manhattan Ph. A. and Bruno R. 
Dauscha, secretary of the organization, excited so much inter- 
est and revealed so many advocates that the members voted to 
take immediate action upon the suggestion by having President 
Searles appoint a committee of five to confer with similar com- 
mittees to be selected by the other leading pharmaceutical 
bodies in this city. 

In order to have the Manhattan Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion’s committee representative of “as many interests as possi- 
ble, Mr. Searles appointed three members who are also members 
of the New York Retail Druggists’ Association, the German 
Apothecaries’ Society and Italian Pharmaceutical Association. 
respectively. Mr. Searles’ selections for this special committee 
were Reuben R. Smith, Jacob Weinstein, A. B. Baltzly, Bruno 
R. Dauscha and Giusepe Lisanti. 

Mr. Searles also appointed Clarence O. Bigelow, George H. 
Hitchcock, Herman L. Berger, Mr. Weinstein and himself as 
delegates of the Manhattan Association to the New York State 
Pharmaceutical Association meeting, to be held at Thousand 
Islands this week, and selected Mr. Bigelow, Dr. Diekman and 
Edward F. Pfaff as delegates to the American Pharmaceutical 
Association meeting, to be held in this city during the week be- 
ginning September 2.

Systematic Canvass for the U. S. P. and ‘. F. Preparations.

Ohio Valley Druggists Boom Official Preparations. 

At a recent meeting of the Board of Directors of the Ohio 
Valley Druggists’ Association the Formulary Committee of the 
association took action toward popularizing U. S. P. and N. F. 
preparations. ‘The members present agreed that to succeed in 
having physicians prescribe these preparations they must be 
thoroughly acquainted with them. ‘To bring the preparations 
to the attention of the physicians and to get them interested 
in them and to understand their value, it was decided that sev- 
eral preparations should be made up, one each by each member 
present.

Baton Rouge Druggists Elect Officers—-Grand Jury Consults Phar- 
macy fEoard, 


New Orleans, June 17, 1907.—Dr. F. C. Godbold, proprietor 
of one of the leading uptown drug establishments in the city, 
has purchased the property at Washington avenue and Prytania 
street, with a view to establishing his drug business in that 
building. Dr. Godbold’s present place of business is in Prytania 
street, near Washington avenue. His move to the corner will 
not take him far from his present location and will give him 
the advantage of a much better site. : 

Grand Jury Investigates Pharmacy. 

Considerable interest attaches to the statement that the 
Grand Jury for the Parish of Orleans has taken up a number 
of matters in connection with violations of the pharmacy laws 
of the State and that there is a probability of several indict- 
ments being returned. Just what cases are being looked into 
has not yet been stated, and up to now the Grand Jury has 
made no report. At its last session Dr. IF’. C. Godbold, presi- 
dent of the State Board of Pharmacy, was a witness, and from 
this it was gathered that pharmaceutical matters were being 
investigated by the grand inquisitors. Whether these investi- 
gations have to do with violations of the pure drugs law of the 
State or with the laws regulating the sale of cocaine or other 
poisons is a question which only the grand jurors and Mr. 
Godbold can answer, and they won’t talk of the matter. 

Convicted of Breach of Pharmacy Law. 

In view of the decision of the Criminal District Court in 
the case of John Kumpfert, charged with operating a phar- 
macy without a registered pharmacist in charge, pharmaceutical 
matters are attracting much notice. Kumpfert conducted a 
pharmacy in Washington avenue. He was taken into the 
Criminal Courts on the charge mentioned and was adjudged 
guilty of violating the pharmacy law. An appeal was taken 
to the Criminal District Court and the lower court’s decision 
was affirmed. Kumpfert attempted to prove that at the time 
the pharmacy was said to have been operating without the 
required pharmacist in charge it was no longer his property, 
but was being operated by a man to’ whom it had been sold by 
the accused. The evidence on this did not satisfy the court 
and Kumpfert was adjudged guilty.

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California State Board Enforcing Orug Laws. 

The vigorous canvass of the Board of Pharmacy instituted in 
the endeavor to discover any violations of the poison and anti- 
narcotic laws in the drug stores of Los Angeles has resulted in 
the exposure of many glaring violations of the law. The selling 
of “dope” is claimed to have progressed to such an extent that 
it is kept prepared in 10, 15 and 25-cent packages. The charges 
upon which more than two score of criminal prosecutions will 
be based also embrace the employment of unregistered clerks, 
the absence of a register for the sale of poisons and gross sub- 
stitution. The board claims to have the confession of a drug- 
gist who admits having told his clerk to give the contents of a 
bottle of patent medicine to any ignorant person presenting an 
illegible prescription during his absence. 

A New Pharmaceutical Journal for the Coast. 

The Pacific Pharmacist, an “independent journal devoted to 
scientific pharmacy and the interests of the drug trade,” has 
made its appearance. The editor-in-chief is W. M. Searby and 
J. H. Flint is the assistant editor. Drs. Albert Schneider and 
H. B. Carey are associate editors. It is announced that the 
Pharmacist will be published on the tenth of each month by the 
Galen Publishing Company of this city. 

Spontaneous Combustion Destroys Pharmacy. 

The Western Drug Company, of Los Angeles, Cal., was de- 
stroyed in a $105,000 fire on May 17. The cause of the fire is 
said to have been spontaneous combustion of some chemicals in 
the drug stock. After burning an adjacent paint shop the flames 
were extinguished at 7 o’clock in the morning, not until, how- 
ever, a most spectacular fire, which illuminated the entire busi- 
ness section of the city, had been witnessed. The drug firm’s 
loss was $10,000, which was partly covered by insurance.

Mr. Schrage was 
behind the prescription case at the time and did not know of 
the theft until later. . 

Chicago druggists are being frequently victimized by in- 
dividuals who are passing bogus checks for small amounts. 
The forger usually represents himself as being a physician or 
as an interne from a neighboring hospital and buys hospital 
supplies as a rule. The difference between the cost of the 
supplies and the amount of the check he puts into his own 
pocket. The fraud is said to have attained considerable pro- 
portions, 

“Ebert Day,” thus named out of respect for the memory 
of the late Albert FE. Ebert, was commemorated by the Chicago 
Veteran Druggists’ Association May 21. O. F. Fuller was elect- 
ed president; T. N. Jamieson, vice-president; Mr. Biroth, treas- 
urer, and John Blocki and W. Bodemann were chosen secre- 
taries for a life term.

Condition ef Trade. 


New York, June 22, 1907. 

Seasonably quiet conditiens prevail in the general market 
for drugs and chemicals, and few noteworthy features are to 
be reported. The two principal changes during the interval 
since our last report consisted of a reduction in the price of 
camphor, announced by American refiners on the 12th inst., fol- 
iowing weak advices from the European markets, and a decline 
in quinine, influenced by easier values for bark at the recent 
Amsterdam auction; the minor salts of quinine are correspond- 
ingly lower. Menthol appears to be working into stronger posi- 
tion, though the market continues unsettled, with prices show- 
ing a wide range, and the improvement in weather conditions is 
not likely to contribute to an increase in the demand. The 
stronger position of gum aloes has influenced manufacturers 
to further advance prices on aloin, and chamomile flowers are 
in upward tendency, owing to the tenor of reports from the 
growing districts. Only about 10 percent. of last year’s crop 
has been collected this season and the harvesting has been 
practically a failure. In consequence of this higher prices are 
looked for. ‘Though the market is referred to as quiet through- 
out, a generally firm feeling is noted as regards prevailing 
values and there is no apparent urgency on the part of holders 
to increase trade distribution by means of price concessions.

Alcohol has shown no action of importance since our last; 
values are maintained at the advance previously reported, graia 
being quoted $2.53 to $2.55, molasses $2.51 to $2.53 and de- 
natured at 36c to 42c, as to quantity. Wood, 95 percent., is 
finding a moderate sale at 40c to 45c. 

Aloin has further improved in value, owing to the increased 
cost of gum aloes, and the revised quotations of manufacturers 
are now 70c to 80c, the inside figure being for 1,000-lb. lots on 
coutract and the outside for 100 lb. 


salsam copaiba, South American, from jobbers’ hands, is in 
fair request only and offers a shade more freely in the absence 
of important demand at 65c to 80c. Para shares the easiness 
of South American copaiba in the face of freer supplies and 
sales are making at $1.25 to $1.50. 

Balsam fir, Canada, is quiet at nominally unchanged prices. 
say $3 to $3.10. Oregon is in good jobbing demand and realizes 
$2.35 to $2.50. 

Balsam Peru is characterized by increased firmness, only 4 
limited quantity being now available at the inside figure of 
$2.40, while up to $2.50 and $2.75 is named by some holders. 





salsam tolu has ruled quiet since our last, but values appear 
well sustained at 25¢ to 25c. 

Barks.—Cascara sagrada is in good jobbing demand and 
realizes full prices, with old bark quoted at 10c to lle and 
new at 8i4c to 9c. Cramp is well maintained and we hear ot 
sales at 5c to 8c. Cottonroot is in steady fair request and hold- 
ers are firm in their views at 74¢ to 8c. Soap is in better sup- 
ply, but the demand has improved and the market is maintained 
at 7c to 7144e for both cut and crushed. 

Belladonna leaves are held with increased firmness owing 
to the tenor of advices from primary sources, where values are 
in upward tendency. Meanwhile supplies are obtainable on 
spot at 10¢ to Ile. 

3uchu leaves, short, are in moderate demand, with prime 
goods scarce and firm at 24c to 26c. 

Cacao butter is held more firmly and local dealers ask at an 
advance in consequence of the higher prices realized at the 
recent London auction. The revised quotations are 43c to 52: 
for 12-lb. boxes and 3614c to 38e for bulk. 

Cantharides are not inquired for to any extent, but holders 
show no disposition to urge sales by price concessions and 
values are maintained at 6214c to 65c for Chinese and &85c to 
90c for Russian, as to quality and quantity. 

Chamomile tlowers continue to gain in strength, under the 
influence of advices from the primary market, which reports a 
low crop. Weitzenfeld & Sohn, of Budapest, writing under date 
of May 31, inform us that the crop is a failure and will only ap- 
proximate one-tenth of the crop collected the preceding year, 
and higher prices must prevail. On spot prices are unchanged

Damiana leaves are in rather limited request, though the 
market is fairly steady at previous quotations, or, say, 914¢ to 
10¢. 

Guarana is about out of the market and $3 is the nominal 
quotation for the very limited supply available. 

Juniper berries are in moderately active jobbing demand, 
and values appear well sustained at the previous range of ic 
to 414c. 

Menthol has fluctuated considerably since our last. Early 
in the week an increased demand set in, when about all of the 
cheap lots were taken up and the inside figure was established 
at $2.70. The flurry was attributed to speculative manipulation. 
though regular dealers are unable to see how the speculative 
operator is going to be benefited unless he is in possession oT 
information not generally known to-the trade. On a firm bid 


on spot $2.60 might be done, but this is not openly quoted, $2.65 
to $2.75 being the general asking price, with up to $3 quoted 
in one quarter. 

Nux vomica is in good jobbing demand, but previous prices 
are without important variation, the quotations ranging from 
3e to 3l4c. 
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Opium is dull and featureless, and there is a general hesi- 
tancy evident on the part of the trade to buy in excess of cur- 
rent needs. Only a jobbing movement is in progress at the 
same range as quoted in the preceding issue—namely, $3.80 to 
$4 for cases, $3.8214 to $4.05 for broken packages and $4.45 to 
$4.60 for powdered. j 


Quinine is lower, manufacturers having during the interval 
revised their quotations to the basis of 16e for bulk in 100-02. 
tins. The decline followed reports from the Amsterdam auction 
of lower prices realized for bark. The demand was not appre- 
ciably stimulated by the reduction and the article is taken by 
the trade in rather an indifferent manner. The quinine sale at 
Batavia on June 19 went off at an advance, the average price 
realized being 11.80 florins, as against 11 florins at the preceding 
sale.

All the usual attractions of Cedar Point will be opened to 
the members and delegates, who are also invited to participate 
in an amateur vaudeville show, a bowling tournament and a 
euchre. 

American Druggists’ Fire Insurance Company Offers 
New Stock. 

An excellent statement on its financial condition was made 
by the American Druggists’ Fire Insurance Company at a meet 
ing of that concern’s Executive Committee which was held in 
the company’s offices in Cincinnati on June 7 and 8. In the re 
port of the secretary showing the status of the company’s busi- 
ness to May 31, it was stated that the company had written 
$639,350 of insurance at a premium of $8,622.50. During the 
first five months of this year the company had sustained only 
two losses, amounting respectively to $378.72 and $442.52. 

At a subsequent meeting, a session held Friday evening. 
June 7, the company’s Executive Committee met Thomas V. 
Wooten, secretary of the N. A. R. D., and discussed with him 
the various legal requirements of the different States in relation 
to conducting a conservative and lawful fire insurance business. 
The committee also decided to proceed immediately with the 
business of securing subscriptions for $200,000 of new stock, 
which will be offered to retail druggists exclusively, each such 
subscriber being permitted to take not more than 20 shares. 
The stock, which has a par value of $25 per share, will be sold 
at a premium of $5, so that its net cost will be $30 per share. 

Traveling Men’s Auxiliary for Massachusetts.

Decision in the ** Red Cross ’’ Case. 

Ina cémprehensive opinion prepared by Justice Swayze, the 
Court of Errors and Appeals of the State of New Jersey. ren- 
dered a decision last Monday on the merits of the Johnson & 
Johnson and Seabury & Johnson “ red cross” case which modi- 
fies and reverses in part the decree of the Court of Chancery 
on this long contested litigation. ‘Though Justice Garrison of 
the Court of Errors and Appeals wrote and filed a dissenting 
opinion, which was concurred in by Justices Bogart, Dill and 
Green, denying the right of Johnson & Johnson to secure an 
injunction against any manufacturer which should restrain him 
from using the “red cross” emblem, the chancellor and the 
other ten justices agreed with Justice Swayze that the decree 
of the lower court with certain modifications should stand. 

The Court of Chancery will therefore amend its decree in 
accordance with the decision of the higher court, and it is 
probable that Seabury & Johnson will be satisfied with the 
amended decree, as it will permit that firm to use the “ red 
’ syinbol on all its wrappings for antiseptic absorbent cot 
ton and medicinal preparations, though it prohibits the use of 
two “red crosses” on its labels in imitation or simulation of 
the recognized trademark of Johnson and Johnson. 

The decision of the Court of Errors and Appeals, which in 
part reverses the decree of the Court of Chancery, also pro- 
hibits the use by Seabury & Johnson of the words “ red cross.” 
but as that firm has never used such words this provision in 
the final decree will not affect the house in any way.

They further wish to Lave the opportunity of attend- 
ing courses in bacteriology, food analysis and first aid in acci 
dents.

against fraudulent imitations of this well-known article. 


The Cause of the Rapid Progress of Sanitol. 

The rapid increase in the demand for Sanitol products has 
been the subject of frequent comment, both by retailers and 
rival manufacturers. ‘Che secret is fully explained by a cir- 
cular just sent out to the retail druggist, which shows the in- 
crease in the business for each of the ten years of its life. 
Starting with only 500 packages in 1897, 10,000 in 1898, ete., 
it shows that in 1906, 5,500,000 packages were sold, and it is 
estimated that 8,500,000 will be sold before the year 1907 closes.

The ‘* Roachsault ’’ Trade-Mark. 


The recent decision of the Court of Appeals of the State of 
New York, affirming that of the Appellate Division, which in 
turn affirmed the decision of the Special Term, dismissing the 
complaint of the plaintiff, has, according to The Trade-Mark 
Bulletin, brought to an apparent termination a long continued 
and bitterly contested conflict over the right to the use of the 
trade-mark “ Roachsault.” The Barrett Chemical Company, the 
first user of this trade-mark, found, in 1897, that one Julius 
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Stern was putting out a preparation for a similar purpose, 
designating it as ‘“ Roach Salt.” The Barrett Chemical Com- 
pany thereupon issued circulars to the trade, wherein it was 
stated that Stern was infringing upon their trade-mark. Stern 
then brought an action for libel in the New York City Court, 
and was awarded a verdict. The judgment was affirmed by the 
general term of the City Court, but, upon the appeal of the 
Barrett Chemical Company, was reversed by the Appellate 
Term of the Supreme Court, which based its decision upon the 
view that the word “ Roachsault” was a valid trade-mark of 
the defendant. Thereupon, the Barrett Chemical Company 
brought a suit in the New York Supreme Court to enjoin Stern 
from the use of the mark employed by him. The judge who 
first heard the case at Special Term, held that the name was 
descriptive, the substance being a chemical salt for the destruc- 
tion of roaches, and that the mark of Stern did not therefore 
infringe, but that Stern was within his rights in calling his 
goods by the name which he employed. The complaint was dis- 
missed. The Appellate Division reversed this decision and 
ordered a new trial. Upon the new trial, judgment was 
awarded the plaintiff, and this judgment was affirmed by the 
Appellate Division. The defendant then appealed to the Court 
of Appeals, which, on October 6, 1903, reversed the judgment 
in favor of the plaintiff, holding that the mark was descriptive. 

The case having been sent back for a third trial, the Bar- 
rett Chemical Company then amended its complaint from one 
for trade-mark infringement to one for unfair competition, and 
the case was retried upon this latter theory, the Barrett Chem- 
ical Company endeavoring to show that the mark of Stern had 
been adopted with a fraudulent purpose and resulted in the de- 
ception of purchasers. The court at Special Term, however, 
again dismissed the complaint upon the ground that no fraud 
or deception was proven. It is this decision that has just been 
aflirmed by the Court of Appeals upon the second hearing of 
this case in that court. The right of Stern to the use of his 
“Roach Salt” mark is thus established, and the disposition in 
his favor of the libel suit, still pending, seems to be a foregone 
conclusion. 


Scopolamine Not Hyoscine. 

In the Archiy fuer Gynaekologie Steffen gives some interest 
ing details as to the use of scopolamine-morphine by Leopold: 
The latter has employed this method in 300 labor cases. His 
verdict is that the method does not accomplish the desired re- 
sults, it cannot be regarded ds harmless for mother and child, 
and in private practice the by-effects liable to develop may ren- 
der medical aid requisite at any moment. When men come to 
conclusions so opposite as those of Leopold and those reported 
by Gauss, we can only attribute the diversity to a difference in 
technic. The extract, as presented in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, gives palpable evidence of anxiety to 
make out a case against this anesthetic method, says the Amer- 
ican Journal of Clinical Medicine. “ Even Gauss is made to 
rank as an objector to the method, by quoting eight troublesome 
eases which occurred, out of his 1,000; just as if such things 
never happened unless scopolamine was employed. To any one 
who wants the whole truth, and not a garbled ex parte state- 
ment, we refer to Gauss’ statistics as given by Holt in the May 
number of the American Journal of Clinical Medicine. But 
even were the account given a fair one, the reader will note that 
it nevertheless relates to the use of scopolamine, which, as com- 
mercially presented, is not the same thing as the hyoscine used 
in America. It is much as if men should insist that, because 
Germans injure themselves drinking too much beer, we in 
America should abstain from coffee. 

“The above being the gist of our knowledge of this subject 
to date, and the therapeutic difference between hyoscine, a true 
alkaloid, and scopolamine (or so-called hyoscine from scopola— 
a serious error of nomenclature) a mixed, uncertain product, 
being well established in favor of hyoscine, we caution our read- 
ers who are interested (and all should be) to use only H-M-C 
Abbott (hyoscine, morphine and cactin comp.), the original 
American product, and one which, like all the Abbott line, may 
be depended upon.”
